MADRID, Spain, Friday Night, April 22.—The soldiers and statesmen callled to 
give counsel have urged the Queen Regent to try to form some European alliance 


at any cost. These advisers believe it feasible, in view of the attitude of France and 


Russia, and because Germany is supposed to have held back Austria and Italy. 

The Queen Regent listened silently to this advice, though she is known to be 
much inclined to the idea of an alliance if it could bring about prompt results. 

Frequent communications are again passing between Madrid and the Conti- 
nental Courts and Cabinets. 

The newspapers are very incredulous about securing European aid and valiantly 
advise the nation to fight her battles alone. They complain that Spain has to thank 
the Powers for having forced from her the last humiliating concession, the perfectly 
useless suspension of hostilities in Cuba that ended in a rupture with the United 
States. 

It is rumored again to-day that contracts have been made for the purchase of 
three ironclads in Austria and Italy.

TWO SHIPS OF SCHLEY’S FLEET SAIL. 


FORT MONROE, April 23.—Two ships of the Flying Squadron have put to sea. They are 
the Columbia and Minneapolis. The “all aboard” gun from the Minneapolis was the signal for 
great excitement both on shore and on board the ships. Officers notified those ashore to hurry 
aboard, and everybody professed ignorance of orders so far as destination is concerned. 

Commodore Schley said to the Associated Press representative: “I cannot divulge the des- 
tination of the detached vessels. They are going to sea.” 

Rumor said that the vessels might have a different destination after passing the Capes, at 
the entrance to this harbor, than merely convoying the transport with troops. It was possible 
that the two fast ships might go out and meet the Paris, now en route to New York. The last 
rumor was to the effect that the Minneapolis was to go after the Paris and the Columbia to guard 
the transport to Key West. /

Her Plans May Be Well Laid But the Lack 
of Coal Alone Will Interfere With 
Their Execution.

LONDON, April 23.—What will be the tactics pursued by the fleets in the Span- 
ish-American war is still the absorbing question here, It has been greatly intensified 
by the mystery surrounding the Spanish naval plans, owing to the absolute shutting 
down of all Spanish sources of information. 

A special correspondent of the Daily News has just reached Spain. He says the 
silence of the press on military and naval movements is one of the most striking 
features of the situation and asks: “Does this silence cover efficient strategy or pur- 
pose? To the best of my belief the Spaniards have a plan and are attempting te 
carry it out.” 

Spain may have a plan but the vital undecided point in the eyes of naval authori- 
ties is whether she has coal so placed to enable her to execute it. Such evidence 


as exists seems to indicate that she has not, but expects confessedly without data 
to enable them to express a deSnite opinion. Commander Crutchley, Secretary of 
the Navy League expressing his personal view as well as that of other leading 
authorities with whom he has discussed the subject says: 


“There is a belief that this will be a war of surprises and that a qncsteiloe mem 


dictions will be knocked on the head. Nobody, even the most expert, can predict 
what will likely happen. The-Americans have established a blockade of Havana. | 
Spain will therefore wait until American ships are in position and then endeavor to 
direct one powerful squadron against them with the object of going through them in 
detail.” 

Whether Spain could successfully accomplish this operation or not, he thought 
the United States must win in the long run. His general disposition was rather te 
minimize the lessons to be derived from war. 

“As neither the Americans nor the Spaniards are expert fighters.” 

Admiral Sir Richard Vesey Hamilton, K. C. B., was approached by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent as one of the most eminent naval authorities. He gave me 
a statement which conveys an idea of the extreme reticence as to the attitude adopted 
by the naval men here. He says: “Your author, Mark Twain gave very useful ad- 
vice ‘never prophecy unless you know.’ Another eminent author Moltke writes, ‘It 
is a fallacy to believe the actual conduct of a campaign can be foreseen. The first 
collision with an enemy, no matter how it may result creates a fresh position of af- 
airs. Much which you had intended now appears impracticable, much which before 
seemed impossible now becomes possible.’ More especially is this the case with 
new operations. I have formed no theory on the subject or stifled 2” 

The possibility of an encounter between the Oregon and part of the Spanish 
fleet is also one of the exciting topics. 

W. H. Wilson, a naval writer and an expert to whose exertions the foundation 
of the British Navy League is due says: “It is possible that the Spaniards are after 
the Oregon. She is not due at Key West before April 27 to May 1. If the Spaniards 
are moving with this object in view they will run no small risks of losing Porto Rico, 
if not Cuba in the meantime. The Spanish ships would almost inevitably suffeg 
severe damage in action with the Oregon and all or most of them might be drives 
back to Cadiz for repairs and fresh coal.” 


CALL FOR MISSOURI TROOPS 


IS NOW EXPECTED MONDAY. : .

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 23.—Great Is the disappointment experienced by all 
here, for their expectations were that by to-night Gov. Stephens and Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Bell would have received some orders from President McKinley for Missourt 
volunteers, but up to a late hour to-night no such orders had been received. 

It is authoritatively stated that the Governor and the Adjutant-General anticipate 
a call Monday from the President for 5300 volunteers from Missouri's National Guard. 
During the past month the National Guard has been quietly, but rapidly augmenting, 
and at present it numbere 6200, with provisional enlistments, which the Adjutent-Gen- 
eral has sent out over the entife State, to increase this number to 10,00 within a few 
days after the President's call is made. In case the call should take all the National 
Guard force into the regular United States Army and Missouri is left without troops, 
arrangements have been made for immediately organizing new regiments and drilling 
them for the eecond call, should it come, 

The Governor and Adjutant-General desire to supply all troops through National 
Guard channels thus organizing under State laws and preserving a correct record of 
all troops sent to the front. Arrangements have been made to deliver promptly suck 
troops at any point designated by the President. The ranks have been recruiteg 
largely from members of the National Guard, and all officers are men of experience 
and ability.

The two facts taken together with other 
news of to-day showed that the regular 
army soon’ will move on Cuba and that 
meanwhile the volunteers will be equipped 
and drilled. The President’s proclamation, 
while actually issued was not certified to 
the Governors of the States and Territories, 
and will not be until Monday. 

The formation of a Grand Army Corps in 
the Department of the South with head- 
quarters at the three Gulf ports is an evi- 
dence that the Government is to move upon 
Cuba at once with the troops of the regu- 
lar army, leaving the volunters just called 
for to be disciplined and worked into shape 
for future use in the campaign. 

The formal order for the creation of this 
grand army division issued at the War De- 
partment at the close of office hours was 
as follows:

“No regular battle, I should think,” re- 
plied Admiral Erben.

OLDIERS MUST 
BE HARDENED. 
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Gen, Miles Contemplates a Thorough Organization 
of the Volunteers Before Sending 
Them Into Action. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The plan of Gen. Nelson A. Miles contemplates @ 
thorough organization of the volunteer troops before sending them into the field 
of action. It may be a month before they are sent to Cuba. 

It is his belief that the troops to be serviceable must first be drilled and har- 
dened. He wants them to go as soldiers toughened and schooled for action, 

This plan meets the general approval of army officials. 

After the call is made upon the States Monday, the Governors will assemble 
the troops at some camp within the State. In many instances the State encamp- 
ment grounds will no doubt be selected for rendezvous. 

In other States, the troops may be assembled at the capitals or at some central 
point most accessible to the greatest number. 

As soon as the State troops are concentrated within the respectives States, mus- 
tering officers, who have already been selected by the War Department, will proceed 
to the different camps, the Quartermaster’s Department is already looking to the 
furnishing of all supplies and provisions needed by the men. Their equipment will 
also be carefully arranged. 

“They may remain at the State camps a week, and it may be a month before they 
are sent South,” was the statement made to-day by one in authority. While the 
volunteers are being concentrated in the various States, the plans of mobilizing them 
in the South will be fully worked out so that they may be immediately sent to points 
on the gulf ready for transportation to Cuba as quickly as possible. 

After they start toward the gulf it may require two weeks or more to establish 
them im camps there and properly organize them into an army corps. 

It will be a still greater task to thoroughly organize the volunteer army as a 
whole than to organize them as a portion of the army, and more time will be 
consumed. 

It was stated to-day that the delay in communicating the President's call to the 
Governors was because of the fact that it is desired that the volunteers shall come 
in under the provisions of the army organization bill instead of the present laws. 

Paymaster-General Stanton has requested that 50 additional paymasters be ap- 
pointed and assigned for duty with the volunteers. This number of additional officers 
is deemed necessary in order to facilitate the work of paying off the men. 

The iniormation that sutlers and camp followers are not to be allowed to prey 
upon the scidiers by charging them enormous prices for such articles as are not in- 
cluded in their rations meets with the hearty approval of those who will constitute 
the volunterrs so far as expressions have been heard. They will be able to secure 
tobacco and such articles at contract prices. 

Scores of telegrams were received at the office of the Adjutant-General to-day 
showing that the troops of the several States are ready to move. 
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SPANISH SHIPS MAY LEAVE OUR PORTS,

WASHINGTON, April 23.—A conference was held at the Executive Mansion 
to-night by tae President, Secretary Alger and Attorney-General Griggs. Since the 
issuance Of tle President's proclamation declaring the ports of Cuba blockaded many \ 
telegrams have been received from collectors of ports asking whether or not they 
should seize Spanish ships which were in harbor. The matter was referred to At- 
torney-General Griggs for an opinion and he is said to have reported that it would 
not be showing the proper spirit to seize ships which have been at anchor in what 
they considered a friendly port before the issuance of the blockade proclamation, I¢ 
is not the intention of the Administration to seize this character of crafts and to- 
night collectors of ports were instructed to permit all Spanish vessels to depart, 
After leaving however the department will take no further action, even though they 
should fall im’ » the hands of the fleet.

OF THE CABINET. 


He Explains That Old 


His Resignation and 
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Age and Weakness Causes 


That Assistant Secre- 


tary Day Will Take His Place. 


HON. JOHN 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Secretary of 
State John Sherman has placed his resigna- 
tion in the hands of the President. After 
a formal exchange'of notes the resignation 
will be accepted, and, it is understood, Wil- 
liam R, Day, assistant Secretary of State, 
will be nominated to succeed him. 

Secretary Sherman was seen this evening 
at his residence by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
6pondent. He at first declined to discuss 
the subject of his retirement from the Cabi- 
net, but finally agreed to make a statement. 

“Tam now in my seventy-fifth year,’’ be- 
gan the Secretary, ‘‘and I think a younger 
man should be at the head of the State De- 

artment, especially in the time of war, and 

am perfectly willing and ready to yield 
my place to a younger man. 

“l have placed my resignation In the hands 
of President McKinley. 

‘T desire it to be distinctly understood that 
in office or out of office, there is no unkind 
feeling existing between the President and 
myeelf. 

“Another thing I wish understood is that 
the talk that the reason for my retirement 
from public life is due to ill-health is not 
true. I have had but six days’ of sick- 
mess since I have been in the Cabinet. Of 
course I am not as strong as I was years 
ago, but my reason for retiring is because 
I wish to give way to a much more active 
man than I am, 

‘The Secretary of State’s position Is not 
a hard one,”’ continued Secretary Sherman, 
“All there is to do is the exchange of cor- 
respondence with foreign counyies.”’ 


Secretary Sherman has not been very 
strong for the last year. Soon after he 
entered the Cabinet his failing strength 
began to. be observed by his friends, and 
his early retirement from the Cabinet was 
predicted. The strain of the past two 
months has been too great for him, and 


it is known that his physician and friends 
have prevailed on him to retire, 

Secretary Sherman has done very little, if 
any, of the important work of the depart- 
ment. All of the Spanish negotiations have 
been conducted by Judge Day. 

It has been understood all along that 
when Sherman retired Judge Day would be 

romoted to the secretaryship. Assistant 
secretary of State Day refuses absolutely 
to discuas the rumor that he is to succeed 
to the place to be vacated by Mr. Sherman. 
It is known, however, that President Mc- 
Kinley will tender him the place. 

John Sherman has served five terms tn the 
United States Senate and been in public of- 
fice almost 40 years, !n a considerable part 
of which time he has been regarded as 
available presidential timber. He was a 
prominent candidate for the Presidential 
nomination in 1880. It was as the leader 
of the Ohio delegation, pledged to Sherman, 
that Garfield had a seat In the Chicago con- 
vention. Garfield made the speech putting 
Sherman’s name into nomination, but Sher- 
man wasn’t nominated and Garfield was. 

In 1884 his name was again before the Na- 
tional Republican Convention as a canidi- 
date for the presidency, the nominating

i speech being made by the man whom he 


had just defeated, Joseph B. Foraker. The 
Ohio delegation was divided between him 
and Blaine and Sherman receved only 30 
votes. 

Again in 1888, Sherman’s name was placed 
before the nominating convention for the 
»oresidency. On the first ballot he received 
229 votes, and on the second M9, being the 
leading candidate, until to Benjamin Harri- 
son went the support of the other candl- 
dates whose names were withdrawn, and 
for the third time Sherman was defeated 
for the Presidential nomination 

Mr. Sherman was born at Lancaster, O., 
May 10, 1823. His father was aJudge of fhe 
Supreme Court of that State, who died when 
John Was 7 years old, leavinga widow and 
11 children. The family was scattered, and 
a cousin of his father’s, named also John 
Sherinan, took John to his home at Mount 
Vernon, where he staid four year, going to 
the district school. When lout 17 years 
old he went into the law office of his 
brother, Charles T. Sherman, and studied 
law. He was admitted to the bar in 1844, 
and went into partnership with his brother 
at Mansfield. He madea sucéessful lawyer. 

In 1848 he was a delegate tothe Whig Con- 
vention at Philadelphia which nominated 
Gen, Taylor for President. If 1852 he was a 
Senatorial delegwate to the Baltimore Con- 
vention that nominated Gen, Scott. His 
position as a Conservative Whig during the 
alarm and excitement consequent upon the 
attempt to repeal the Missouri compromise 


secured his election to the Thirty-fourth 
Congress. He was a ready speaker, and he 
soon became known as a good debater on 


the questions of the day. Hetook an active 
part in the discussion of slavery, the na- 
tional finances, and all the other important 
lezislation of that day. At the close of his 
second term he was looked upon as the fore- 
most man in the House. He was nominated 
for Speaker, and a struggle ensued that 
lasted eight weeks. He was defeated, how- 
ever, by three votes. His prominence gave 
him the Chairmanship of the Ways and 
Means Committee. In 1860 he was again 
elected to Congress. 

In March, 1861, Mr. Sherman was elected 
to fill the vacancy tn the Senate caused by 
the resignation of Salmon P, Chase, who had 
become Lincoln's Secretary of the Treasury. 
In less than a week after Mr, Sherman had 
taken his seat the Southern Senators has- 
tened home to aid in organizing the great 
rebellion At the close of the extra session 
he went home and assisted in raising troops. 
On his return to Washington he intended 
to offer his services as a soldier, but both 
Lincoln and Chase persuaded him that he 
could do more good where he was. In the 
financial legislation arising from the war, 
Mr. Sherman took a most active part. He 
had pressed the legal tender clause in the 
bill for the tssue of Treasury notes when 
in the House, and when.-the bill came to the 
Senate he was the chief, if not only, advo- 
cate of the policy in the Committee on 
Finance. Mr. Sherman was re-elected to 
the Senate In 1867 and again {n 1873. In 1887 
he introduced a refunding act which was 
adopted in 1870, but without the resumption 
clause. In 1874 a committee of nine. of 
which he was chairman, was appointed by 
a Republican caucus to secure a concur- 
rence of action, They agreed upon a bill 
fixing the time of the resumption of specie 
yayments on Jan. 1, 1879. Mr. Sherman was 
eft to manage the bill at his own discre- 
tion. Tt was passed, leaving its execution

A potent cacique (chief) named Hatburg 
called his subjects and domestics together, 
and apprised them that the oppressors were 
coming. He told them that the Spaniards 
worshiped a god called gold, and command- 
ed his followers, if they desired immunity 
from persecution and slavery, to gather to. 
gether all their wealth in gold and jewels 
and cast it into the river. This, being con- 
sidered good advice, was done, and resulted 
in inflaming the Spaniards to such a degree 
that when the cacique fell into their hands 
they burned him alive, 

It was not long until all of the natives 
were reduced to a condition of abject 
slavery. The following paragraph, copied 
lfrom the historian’s “Relation of the First 
Voyage,"’ will give a faint idea of the almoet 
incredible sufferings endured by the miser- 
able islanders: 

“~ certain Spaniard,” says Las Casas, 
‘who had the title of sovereign, and had 3» 
Indians in his service, destroyed 160 of them 
in less than three months by the excessive 
labor he exacted of them. © ° ° IT saw 
with my own eyes above #00 children die in 
the space of three or four months, }thetr 
parents being forced to abandon them, being 
condemned to the mines. After this the 
Spaniards took up @& resolut.on to pursue 
those Indians that had retired into the 
mountains and massacred multitudes of 
them: so that this isiand was depopulated 
and jaid waste in a very little time. And 
it is a mos: lamentable spectacie to see #0 
fine a country thus ruined and 
unpeopled.” :

Coates Ordered His Will to Be Written 
and Was Then Driven to a 
Justice’s Office, Where the 
Wedding Occurred. 


John Lindley Coates, proprietor of the 
Coates House, Kansas City, arose from 
what he considered would prove his deat - 
bed to marry Mrs. Mary Jane Inman, also 
of Kansas City. | 

The wedding took place under circum- 
stances which were entirely out of the or- 
dinary. 

The ceremony was performed by Justice 
Haughton at the latter’s court, Eighth and 
Chestnut streets, in spite of the energetic 
efforts of J. C. Horton, a railroad con- 
ductor, to prevent it. 

Hooten claimed that there were the best 
of reasons why Coates and Mrs. Inman 
should not become man and wife. 

lie made a scene at the marriage license 
office when the permit was first applied 
for and declared that he would prevent it 
at ali hazards, or at least until Coates’ rel- 
atives could arrive, who were expected 
from Kansas City early last evening. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon John 
Jarboe, an employe at the Coates House, 
accompanied by Attorney Joseph M. Bor- 
ton, applied for a license for John Lindley 
Coates and Mary Jane Inman to wed. 

They explained that the couple were at 
the Southern Hotel, where Coates was ill 
in bed and unable to leave the room. 

They had just begun to relate their story 
when in burst Horton like a house a-fire. 

“They shan’t get married,’’ he shouted, 
“T won’t allow it. Coates’ relatives are 
coming to-night and I'll se that this thing 
don’t occur until they can get here and 
look after him. ; 

“Coates is irresponsible. He don’t know 
what he is doing, and I propose to protect 
him.’’ 

Where Horton’s interest came in did not 
appear, and he was told as much. He in- 
tervened on the broad ground of friendship, 
he said. He cavorted for quite a while, and 
among other things threatened reporters 
with dire consequences should they publish 
anything about the affair, and then went 
away. 

Clerk Dietering told the applicants for the 
license that he would issue one regardless 
of Hooten’s objections, if they would have 
the touple appear before him in person. 

When this information was conveyed to 
Coates he instructed Attorney Borton to 
draw up a will for him, in which he be- 
queathed life insurance and notes amount- 
ing to $8000 to Miss Inman. 

The attorney went back to hie office and 
called ex-Gov. Chas. P. Johnson into the 
case. They drew up the will, which was 
a very brief document, and then repaired 
to the Southern. 

While the attorneys were working on 
the will, Coates and Mrs. Inman left the 
hotel, to the great astonishment of the 
attaches of the house. 

They were driven to the Court-house in 
a carriage, and reached the Recorder's 
office just before the closing hoar, 4 o’clock. 
Formal application for a marriage license 
was made and the paper was issued. Coates’ 
age was given as 37 and the bride's as 30. 

Coates then ordered the driver to hasten 
to the nearest Justice’s office. Coates is a 
very sick man, tajl and gaunt. He walked 
without assistance to the carriage, but it 
was evident that nervous energy and not 
physical strength was supporting him. 

After the ceremony the horses were trot- 
ted at full speed to the Southern, 

Attorneys Johnson & Borton did not 
know what to make of the absence of their 
clients, having understood that the mar- 
riage would be postponed until Monday. 

They waited and waited, not knowing 
what to do. At 5 o’clock the couple re- 
turned. The attorneys were met in the 
corridor. 

The lady was all smiles, and Coates had 
an unusual brilliancy in his eye. 

“Come upstairs. I have news for you,”’ 
he said. 

The quartette went up to the adjoining 
rooms on the fourth floor, which Coates 
and Mrs. Inman occupied. 

Coates rang the bell and ordered a bottle 
of champagne. 

“When it comes, if you wish, you may 
drink the health of Mr. and Mrs. Coates,’’ 
he said triumphantly. 

“Well!” ejaculated the attorneys, simul- 
taneously. 

The newly-made benedict explained what 
had transpired. The marriage rendered the 
will unnecessary and the paper was torn up. 

In conversation with a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch Coates said: 

“T came here Wednesday from Hot 
Springs, where I had been for eight weeks. 
Candidly, I never expected to leave the 
hotel alive and I don’t know now that I 
will. .I sent for Mrs, Inman and Jarboe on 
my arrival, and they got here Thureday. 

“Fiorton called on us to-day. He isa con- 
ductor between here and antas City. I 
am well acquainted with him and told him 
we were to be married. He said nothing that 
would indicate an intention to act as he 
did and I am at a loss to explain his con- 
duct. 

‘*"There were sufficient reasons why we 
should get married, and it was nobody's 
business but our own.” 

Mrs. Coates said that she was stopping 
with friends at 108 Tracy avenue, Kansas 

ity. 

She tis a fairly well featured woman, with 
blonde hair and Is inclined to embonpoint. 
She was plainly attired and wore diamonds 
in her ears and on her fingers. 

The future movements of Mr. and Mrs. 
Coates will depend entirely on the for- 
mer’s health. They will remain at the 
Southern for several days. 

Arthur C. Coates, a younger brother of 
the man who was married, registered at 
the Southern at 7 o'clock last night. He 
was met in the hotel corridors by Conduct- 
or Horton, who had taken a train load of 
soldiers to Jefferson Barracks since his 
disappearance from the Courthouse. 

Coates curtly said that the marriage and 
the circumstances surrounding it were pri- 
vate affairs. When told of the events that 
had transpired in the marrtage license of- 
fice he turned the reporter over to Horton. 

That gentleman vehemently denied that 
Re had said any of the things attributed to 
iim.

HARRY BROOKS RUN DOWN IN A 
SKIFF BY THE NORTH 
END FFRRY. 


RIVER THOROUGHLY SEARCHED. 


Young Man Undoubtedly Drowned, 
but His Mother and Sister 
Refuse to Believe It. 


Darkness put a stop to the searching for 
the body of Harry Brooks, who, while in 
a skiff was run down and swamped by the 
North Market street ferryboat Saturday 
forenoon. 

The young man, who was a member of the 
Mound City Rowing and Athletic Club, and 
an expert swimmer, was engulfed under a 
heavy wave and disappeared. 

A dark object bobbed up shortly after 
amid a lot of driftwood. It was about a 
block from shore, and though indistinct, 
Witnesses say it was Brooks, and that he 
appeared to be making for shore. 

Then a heavy wave pitched h gh at that 
point and the dark object was lost sight of. 

Harry Rowland, who lives in a shanty 
| boat at the foot of Tyler street, saw the 
disaster; so did Will.am Lang, Brook's 
rowing partner. They say that Brooks was 
in his sk ff fixing a trot line. He was lean- 
ing over his skiff on the other side from the 
approching ferry. The latter cut in, made 
a short turn, running into and swamping 
the small shell. 

This occurrea on the other side of the big 
transfer boat, hidden from the view of the 
two watchers on shore. When the boat 
cleared, nothing but the dark speck was 
visible. The waves were heavy and choppy 
and before Lang, who has a lame arm, had 
rowed well out into the river the speck 
supposed to have been Brooks, disap- 
peared. 

Members of the rowing club and other 
men, in skiffs searched until dark Saturday 
night. 

He was such a good swimmer,’’ his moth- 
@r and sister argue. They will not believe 
he is dead. The mother said that she must 
first seo the dead body. 

The sister and mother looked on from the 
levee until it was dark and the search was 
put off un‘il this morning. 

Brooks lived with them, at 816 Brooklyn 
etreet. He was 22 years of age and once 
was engaged in clerical duties. But he 
loved outdoor exercise became an expert 
oarsman and swimmer and almost lived in 
the water. 

Then he took to fishing, did it In a buel- 
ness-like manner and made enough out of 
it to keep his little home comfortable and 
the family well provided for. 

On the river front the friends of the fish- 
erman denounce the ferryboat pilot, as it is 
claimed that the ferryboat was headed di- 
rectly for the skiff, and no warning was 
given, they say, nor any attempt made to 
steer clear of it. The crew of the big boat 
say it was too late to change the course 
when Brooks was seen.

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MUSTSTAY INTHE FOUR COURTS 


No Room for Police Commissioners in 
the New City Hall> 


The Police Commissioners would like to 
install themselves in the new City Hall; 
but they won't. There is no room for 
them, and what is more, the ordinance des- 
ignating what offices shall be located in the 


City Hall omits mention of the Police De- 
partment, except that of the police and fire 
alarm telegraph service. ese quarters 
are already snugly established in the new 
building. 

Yesterday afternoon Police Commissioner 
Stuever called at the Mayor’s office and 
said he had come in answer to a note from 
Gen. Lewis, President of the Police Board, 
to select quarters for the lice chiefs. Mr. 
Stuever failed to find Gen. Lewis, and while 
he was waiting he and Secretary Adam 
Ziegenhein looked up the ordinance on the 
subject. When Mr. Stuever saw that no 
provision had been made for his depart- 
ment in his big hall he said he thought it 
was altogether proper and that police , oF » 
quarters should stay where they are, so as 
to be convenient to the oo and holdover, 

President McMath said it was originally 
intended that police headquarters should 
be in the City Hall, occupying half the 
basement from the Clark avenue side, but 
that when the plans were altered and the 
ceilings in the basement made only nine 
feet high the idea was abandoned. He 
says there is no place now for the police 
chiefs except on the fourth floor, and that 
in very small rooms. 

He also added that with the widening of 
Twelfth street there would be material 
changes in the Four Courts Building, es- 
pecially the Jall, which would be made 
new and would occupy more room. It is 
probable that the whole plan of the Four 
Courts Building will be enlarged so as to 
give the police more spacious quarters,

An Old Clerk in the Postoffice Claims 
a Military Honor His 
Company and Proves 
His Claim.

There is one man in St. Louls whose heart 
probably beats faster and his eyes kindle 
with the fire of other and younger days 
when he hears or eces in print the name of 
Consul-General Fitzhugh Lee. 


As the American Consul-General at Ha- 


bark. 

‘That was on Thursday, the 2th day of 
June. I remember the date exactly and 
have it in my diary besides,, We marched 
all that day, but got started late and made 
not over fifteen miles, Next morning we 
zOt an early start, but were delayed again 
by foraging halts. We were in the enemys 
country and carried no rations. 

“And to this fact was due Gen. Lee’s 
capture, as you will see when I reach the 

»oint. I, as chief trumpeter, rode at the 
ead of the column, alongside,of Capt. 
Reed, with our company just behind us. 

“It was along about noontime that we 
trotted through ‘the little hamlet called 
Hanover Courthouse. The place Was prac- 
tically deserted and there was but little to 
be had in the way of provisions at the 
town's only store. 

“The boys were hungry and mad, and so 
was Capt. Reed, for that matter. We went 
on and, as near as I can remember, about 
half a mile from town we spied a pictur- 
esque-looking house of the old Southern 
mansion variety. 

“When we got even with the house, which 
was not more than’seventy-five feet from 
the road, Capt. Reed commanded me to 
blow the ‘halt and dismount.’ Capt. Réeéd 
then turned in his saddle and said: 

“Go in there, men, and see if you can 
get some provisions.’ 

“In a minute there were blue-coated sol- 
diers all over the yard. A grand race was 
made for the smokehouses and for a few 
minutes the house was not entered. 

“None of our company got to the smoke- 
house in time to get anything. It was not 
the custom to go inside of the houses and 
usually when the chicken coop and smoke 
houses had been rifled we would go away. 
Getting left in the race for the bacon and 
hams was what sent some of A Company's 
men into the house. 

“*Bob’ Armstrong, Henry Wilson, two 
other men and myself went into the house 
by the front door. There was a long hall 
++ igo clear through, with rooms on either 
side, 

** *Bob’ tried 'the front door on the left and 
it opened. We all pushed in. There was a 
man in the room reading a book or pamph- 
let. He had one leg, the left one, as I re- 
member, stretched out straight on a chair

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When Uncle Gam promises a man $13 a 
month and found for three and a 
chance for glory he expects that man | 
to be physically as near perfect as possible, 
brave and obedient. 

These requirements seem simple, yet it 
is rather a sad commentary on American 
manhood that but a percentage of | 
those who apply for enlistment in the army | 
are up to the standard. 

Capt. Owen J. Sweet, who has charge of 
the recruiting station here, says about 10 
out of every 100 applicants are accepted, | 
This is the reason why it has taken more } 
than a month to recruit the two new regi- 
ments of heavy artillery, numbering about 
1600 men, recently authorized by Congress. 
It is not, as some may have supposed, be- 
cause military material is lacking or Amer- 
ican men are unwilling to hazard the chance 
of war, but simply because out of the hun- 
dreds who have daily applied at the many 
recruiting stations of the country only tens 
have been found eligible. 

At the recruiting office there is a shrewd 
young man who answers to the name and 
title of Sergt. Coburn. The sergeant is the 
first sieve which roughly separates the ap- 
plicants into possibilities and impossibilities. 
Applicants see him first. He looks them 
over and asks a few simple questions re- 
lating to their past lives, habits and age. |

A FARMER MURDERED.

$40,000 per year; 1935 to 1945, $45,000 per year. 
. The Suburban Company asks a franchise 
to extend its main line to Florissant av- 
enue, to the cemeteries and alon Map.e 
avenue to the city limits. The St. Louis & 
Meramec River‘line, which is operated by 
the Suburban, asks to extend its line from 
its junction with the Suburban on Sarah 
street to Florissant avenue and the ceme- 
teries. Each of these companies offer to 
pay the city $1000 a year, beginning five 
years after their construction, until 19.0 
and $2000 a year thereafter until 1936. All 
three of these companies insist on operat- 
ing funeral cars, ambulance cars and to 
carry express matter, such as household 
supplies, etc.

SPAIN'S SHAKY BANK: 


AMERICAN MARKETS HOLD UP 
STRONG AND STEADY IN 
THE MAIN. 


UGLY COUP WAS ATTEMPTED. 


Report Circulated, but Too Late, That 
Russell Sage Had 
Died. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—The strength of 
the stock market this morning was again 
chiefly a reflex of the tendency of the Lon- 
don market. Advances were general there 
and upon the opening of bus.ness in the 
New York market foreign houses appeared 
as buyers of stock to a moderate extent. 
In the foreign markets Spanish 4 per cents 
advanced, while rather singularly United 
States Government bonds of 1925 were frac- 
tionally lower. The temper of the market 
was cheerful, and while there was very 


little outside commission business, the 
room traders were generally bullish, taking 
the ground that the war will ae: ag a, 
cluded. The capture of the Spanish mer- 
chant vessels contributed to this belief, a 
addition to which the foreign eg B 1 
patch brought reports regarding oe : The 
ing condition of the Spanish finances. oe 
dealings were comparatively large "York 
Grang«r shares, oe New Yor 
Central and Sugar Refining. 

The weekly statement of bank averages 
also made a good impression. The surplus 
reserves showed an increase of $6,179,000, 
and loans were reduced by $7,439,000, actual 
cash ‘holdings increased $5,603,000. 

A rumor was sprung, too late to poof 
use, that Russell Sage had died, and the 
market closed the week at the best prices 
of the day. ti 

Ever since the general Cuban question 
became prominent, stress has been laid 
upon one feature of the situation that has 
not generally received the attention it de- 
served, 'Thig question is the state of Span- 
igh finances. Attention has recently been 
directed to them by the severe decline in 
Spanish bonds of all issues. 

The great financial institution of Spain is 
the Bank of Spain. The relations between 
the Government and the bank are very 
close, and their fortunes are identical. The 
bank collects the larger part of the Gov- 
ernment’s revenues and obtains its chief 
profit in the operation. 

Up to this time the bank has paid divi- 
dends of 20 per cent or mare annually. The 
capitad of the bank, expressed in dollars, 
is $30,000,000, andl it has the right to issue 
notes under certain requirements as to its 
bullion holdings up. to $300,000,000. 

In March the bank ‘had issued and had 
outstanding $251,000,000 of these notes, and 
in a subsequent advance to the Govern- 
ment, for the payment of the April cou- 
pom, it Is thought the bank reached the 
egal limit of its note-issuing power. The 
bank owns government securities amount- 
ing to $150,000,000, and besides has, according 
to a recent statement, $28,000,000 loaned upon 
the security of government bonds. 

The decline in government bonds owned 
by the bank has utterly wiped out its cap- 
ital and surplus, which last amounts to 
$3,000,000. The notes of the bank, it is to 
be observed, constitute the greater part of 
the circulating medium of Spain. 

A dispatch Friday stated that the Bank of 
Barcelona on Thursday “withdrew 7,000,000 
pesetas from its account af the local branch 
of the Bank of Spain. When this fact be- 
came known more people became excited 
and large numbers of them presented noves 
issued by the Bank of Spain, demanding 
cash for them. All the notes were cashed.’’ 

The last sentence is significant—“‘All the 
notes were cashed.” It ts unquestionably a 
grave question as to how long the bank wil! 
maintain its solvency. If taken for granted 
that the Spanish Government wil] default on 
the July interest payments, as ‘the, money 
pb ¥? ge ip, the prosecution of the war 
even if it shou orthe ‘ 
dinary jandnae be forthcoming fer its or- 

tis default will, of course, m - 
sition of the Bank of Spain (Am pn Reel rg 
ical. Should the bank be forced to suspend 
the redemption of its notes it may be readily 
conceived that the business of the country 
will be thrown into chaos and a revolution 
might be precipitated. Such conditions would 
unquestionably make it in:possible for Spain 
to wage war upon this country. It is thought 
that in the past few years Spain has ab- 
sorbed a considerable part of her bonds for- 
merly held in Paris and that the French 
holdings have been reduced to about 300,000,- 
om pesctas, or about $58,000.000. wees 

AS any general financial shock resulti 
from Spanish bankruptcy would be irene 
mitted here through the Paris and London 
markets, the reduction in the French in- 
vestments in these shaky securities is a 
matter of arpa) 

In view ofethé state of things roughly in- 
dicatedabove, it is difficult to see how Spain 
can prolong active hostile operations for 
any considerable length of time. Her finan- 
cial and physical weakness and her lack 
of available coaling stations place her at 
such a disadvantage that only the salva- 
tion of the dynasty justifies or explains her 
entering upon such a hopelese conflict. 

In contrast to Spain’s last desperate play, 
the United States Government fs proceeding 
calmly to arrange for ail the contingencies 
of the situation. New taxes, which wil] fall 
but lightly upon the people, are arranging, 
and the Government is preparing to borrow 
enough money to prosecute the war to a 
epeedy conclusion. In view of the relative 
étrength and resources of the contestants, 
our preparations seem almost extravagant, 
but then it is best that what is to be 
done should be done quickly. 


ELECTRIC MOTOR IN SCARFPIN. 


It Is the Smallest Machine of Its Kind 
in the World. 
From the New York Herald. 
The smallest electric motor In the world 
has been built by D. Goodin of McKinney, 
Tex., whose business as a watchmaker has 


trained him to handle delicate machinery 
with the exquisite care required in making 
a motor that moves with all the regularity 
of a big machine and yet is so small that 


The motor is so smail that it does not 
cover a silver dime, and {it weighs only 
9-1”) of an ounce. The armature is about 
the size of a small slate pencil. The front 
of the motor is of goid, highly polished, 
and the commutator segments are also of 
the same metal, so that viewed from a 
distance. the scarfpin has the ap- 
of a very valuable and rather 
curiously designed p.n. It is only when 
standing near to Goodin when he is wear- 
ing the scarfpin that its nature can be dis- 
covered, 

The first thing to attract the attention 
is the buzzing of the machine, which, by 
means of current obtained from a gmall 
chloride of silver battery carried in the 
vest pocket, is kept in wperation at a high 
rate of speed, and with a noise like a small 
nest of hornets. 

The field magnets of the little motor are 
made of two thicknesses of No, 22 sheet 
iron scraped down and polished. These are 
he.d together with gold screws and wound 
with No, 26 silk-covered wire. The arma- 
ture is of the four-pole type and is wound 
with No, 36 wire. 

The little brushes are of marvelous thin- 
ness, having been constructed of copper, 
hammered down with much patience and 
care. There is a small gold switch on a 
black rubber base, made with a pin, to be 
worn on the lapel of the vest. 

Mr. Goodin has found his novel ecarfpin 
an “open sesame’ to afl places were elec- 
tricity is the popular topic. He has been 
lionized at every electrical exhibition held 
in this section of the country, and the 
wonder and interest aroused by his scarf- 
pin seem never to grow less. He has been 
asked to exhibit it in public, but is con- 
tent with the homage paid to his talents 
in his native town and refuses to show it 
publicly elsewhere.

On the other hand, stocks of wheat in this 
country and Europe are light, and the de- 
mand for flour is increasing. Dealers who 
have been buying from time to time on 
the hand to mouth plan, as they actually 
required it, have begun to lay in stocks in 
anticipation of war prices. Millers are 
again in the market for wheat, and al] 
cash offerings meet with ready sale at good | 
prices. 

Crop reports are unitoreny f 
from all sections except the San Joaquin 
Valley, California, advices are that the 
crop condition shows a wonderful improve- 
ment even over the excellent condition of 
March 1. This is particularly true in Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois, where the early re- 
ports indicated considerable damage from 
frost. 

In the San Joaquin Valley the drought 
continues, and the a in that particuiar 
section is expected to be a partial failure, 
but the warm weather is regarded as ben- 
eficial in other parts of the State.

Spring wheat seeding is entizely complet- 
ed in Nebraska and several gther States, 
and {s nearly completed in Minnesota and 
South Dakota. 

The acreage has been largely increased, 
and the crop was seeded under unusually 
favorable conditions. 

The weather has been mild and pleasant. 
There have been no disastrous floods, as 
were reported in the Northwest last year, 
and yet there has been plenty of moisture. 

Late reports from Argentine are more 
encouraging and the quality of the wheat 
is said to be good. Shipments from that 
country are increasing, and the shipments 
for the past week aggregated 1,120,000 bu. 
The shipments so far thie season have not 
only exceeded the insignificant shipments 
of last year, but are over 5,000,000 bu larger 
than the shipments for the corresponding 
period in 1896, 

The harvest in India is progressing favor- 
ably and the crop is yielding even better 
than was expected. Shipments from there 
are beginning to be heavier, and if the 
oresent prices in Europe continue, will soon 

e enormous. 

Russian shipments also continue to hold 
out well and show no signs of diminishing 


The flour trade shows some improvement, 
and there is a better foreign demand, but 
the local trade is light and the prices ob- 
tained are far from satisfactory, The mar- 
ket has not advanced in proportion to the 
advance in wheat.

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JAPAN’S GROWING NAVY. 


Many Vessels Are Being Built All 
Over the World. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

Three vessels of 14,800 tons, two of which 
are nearly finished, are being built in Brit- 
ish yards, one battleship of 10,000 tons being 
built by Armstrong, and four first-class ar- 
mored cruisers of 900 tons with a speed of 20 
knots, are assigned, two to Armstrong, one 
to the Vulcan Company, Germany, and 
one to France. Two cruisers of %00 tons, 
with a speed of 23 knots, are ordered in the 
United States, one cruiser of 4300 tons, with 
23 knots speed, and eight torpedo boat d®- 
stroyers, with a speed of 30 knots, in En- 
gland; eight torpedo boats at Elbing, Ger- 
many, and four in France. Three cruisers 
of 3000 tons, with ® knots, three torpedo 
boats and a signal ship are being built in 
the imperial yard at Tokyo, in Japan, where 
an ironclad cruiser of 9600 tons, with ® knots 
will soon be begun. Japan has also ordered 
her torpedo boat flotilla to be fitted out as 
quickly as possible In her own — and 
is about to form a second squadron. It i: 
evident from the above that the Japanese 
navy will soon rank immdiately after En- 
gland’s, next to that of France and consid- 
erably ahead of the fleets of Germany, Rus- 
sia and the United 5S ates.

THE GOLDEN TIDE STOPPED. 


Imports of the Yellow Metal From 
Europe to Cease for Awhile. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 23.—The great gold 
tide that set toward American shores on 
February 2 last has ceased to flow. With 
the beginning of hostilities and the scarcity 
of commercial bills, which became apparent 
to-day, exchange rates have risen above the 
profitable importing point. The costs too, 
of risks would in any event deter our finan- 
ciers from calling upon England and the 
European Continent at this time for the 
big amount still due us. The balance of 
trade is still largely in favor of the United 
States. Millions-of bushels of wheat bought 
for export are still to be pald for, as the 
bills are not drawn until time of shipment. 

Sterling exchange is now 4.84, and with 
the present war rate on gold shipments in 
neutral bottoms at % of 1 per cent, it is 
cheaper for American creditors to let their 
gold reanain at interest in European centers 
than to bring it here. 

The total shipments from Europe and 
Australia to the United States within sixty

When he headed the Southern military organ- 
izations in the procession celebrating Clevelana’s 
inauguration in 1885, no man in the line was cheered 
with such enthusiasm. And no man looked so 
well. Like all great cavalry leaders, Lee is more 
imposing on horseback than on foot. New York- 
ers remember seeing him, four years later, ride 
at the head of the Virginia troops in the Wash- 


fington Centennial parade. He rode a thorough- 


bred and even those who did not know who he 
was could not help cheering him. 

The friendship between Gen. Lee and Mr. Cleve- 
land dates frgm the latter’s first inauguration, 
During President Cleveland's second term he made 
Gen. Lee General Collector of Internal Revenue at 
Lynchburg. 

Such is a brief epitome of the life of the man 
before he was sent to Cuba. In 189 the persecu- 
tions of Americans in the islands were a crying 
scandal and shame. There was need of a man of 
courage, discretion and force to represent the 
United States. This Government wanted to know 
the truth about the revolution there. It wanted 
its citizens protected. 

It has been sald again and again that In all the 
United States no man was so fitted for the place. 
The President originally purposed to send Gen. 
Lee to Cuba as a special commissioner, but after- 
ward decided to make him Consul] General to suc- 
ceed Ramon O. Williams, who had held the place 
for 20 years. Gen. Lee was appointed on April 13, 
1896. 

The Spanish authorities had heard. of Gen. Lee. 
They knew of him as a cayalry leader, a real sol- 
dier, but they did not realize fully the manner of 
man he is, 

Gen. Lee was greeted with an elaborate courtesy, 
that delicate cobweb structure of politeness upon 
which makes so much diplomacy. They found Lee 
a master of the game. He has the distinguished 
bearing of a Virginia gentleman in whom has been 
bred a nice regard for the amenities of life for 
generations. Instead of the biuff soldier they 
found a man who could meet their polite nothings 
with equally pleasant nothings. 

Had Gen. Lee lived in the time of the cavaliers 
he would no doubt have been a famous duelist. In 
Havana he found himself continually embroiled in 
duels which required more skill, more courage and 
more finesse than were ever displayed on “‘the field 
of honor.” 

Gen. Lee’s hands were velvet. His words were 
like honey. He was feeling his way, investigating 
carefully and closely with his rich intelligence. 
The Spaniards could make nothing of him. In the 
game of fence he was their superior. 

The Consul General found many Americans in 
prison. He suggested to the Spanish Government 
so sweetly and gently that they should be re- 
leased that the Spanish Government was quite 
willing, out of pure kindness and courtesy. Then 
came the Ruiz incident. The American dentist had 
been murdered. Spain feared. Weyler thought it 
time to bluster. 

Then it was that Weyler opened his eyes. This 
American was not made of putty. His. courtesies 
were not his sole weapons. He was made of steel. 
He took his stand, took it boldly, always politely, 
but he was adamant. Moro CaStle stands on no 
firmer rock, 

Weyler had to give way. There was no help for 
it. He had made his match, more than his match. 
But for a moment the issue was in doubt. Gen. 
Lee sent word to Mr. Olney, saying that he must 
have the fullest support of the Government. No 
reply came. There followed a cable from Gen. 
Lee announcing that his resignation had bé@mgent 
on a steamer.

TORPEDO BOAT A WONDER. 


It Can Destroy an Entire Fleet and 
Is Invisible. 


A new and terrible engine of destruc- 
tion has been brought to a point of 
perfection by an inventor who hails 
from Haverill, Mass. It is a torpedo 
boat which might well be called the 
Artful Dodger. 


It does not shoot torpedoes through 
the water under the surface like Hol- 
land’s submarine boat, but it attaches 
a torpedo to a hostile ship and darts 
away under the water to the next ship.

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HOLLAND’S SHIP-DESTROYING INVENTION. 


The Holland torpedo boat has passeé the stage of promise and entered?upon 
that of performance. 

When the Spanish crutser Vizcaya was in New York Harbor the United States 
Government was so impressed with the dpty of seeing that no danger befell her 
that a special tug and detectives stood guard over the Holland torpedo boat, then 
at her birthplace, Elizabethport, N. J. 

At that time, however, the boat had not proven her right to be called a sub- 
marine torpedo boat, but shortly afte? the Spanish crulser galled the Holland boat 
went under her own steam to Perth Amboy, where preparations were made for 
the final plunge. 

When the day fixed for the trial arrived hundreds gathered along the shore 
to see the boat dive. But she refused to go under. This was repeated for several 
days, and the belief became general that 
she would never fulfill the destiny set for 
her by her inventor. 

But Mr. Holland never faltered itn his 
belief. By shifting ballast here and 
there the proper equilibrium was at- 
tained at last, and the boat gracefully 
went under the surface until nothing 
remained above but the flags fore and 
aft on their 12-foot poles. In this posi- 
tion the torpedo boat steamed half a 
mile and then rose to the surface, as 
if to breathe, es gently as she had 4!s- 
appeared. 

Then there were congratulations for 
the inventor, who simply said he knew 
it all along. Millions floated before his 
Ffancy. Friends told him that if Uncle 
Sam was not enterprising enough to buy 
his boat, foreign governments would not

“The possible utility of the modern 
airship in warfare is beyond question, 
Assuming that an aircraft can be built 
capable of moderate control of its 
movements, and with a carrying ca- 
pacity of a few hundred or a few thou- 
sand pounds of the highest type of 
high explosives, which are now entire- 
ly too sensitive and dangerous for oth- 
er transportation or use, then the time 
has arrived for accepting this new mu- 
nition of war. 

“Let us see what its required for a 
successful air-vessel of war. The chief 
requisites are a buoyant hull of such 
form that it may possess great carry- 
ing capacity and yet pierce the alr 
swiftly—a powerful motor of light 
weight, and such conservation of the 
energies of the craft as shall devote all 
waste products to the economizing of 
its resources to the last extremity. 

“Now, an aerial war vessel which 
aims to destroy anything below it by 
dropping high explosives thereon must 
be able to resist the sudden rise 
which always follows the loss of bal- 
last or weight in an ordinary gas bal- 
loon, which usually ejects its gas to 
overcome a tendency to rise. One cu- 
bic foot of hydrogen practically lifts 
one ounce, and 16 cublie feet lifts about 
one pound. A balloon of 21 feet diame- 
ter contains neariy 5000 feet of hydro- 
gen and lifts about 300 pounds. A 77- 
foot sphere contains and lifts about 
twice as much.

AR away in the frozen fastnesses of 
the Kiondike is a lonely St. Louis 
woman. Her heart is bowed down 
with grief. The sight of gold does not al- 
lure her. She thinks only of her home and 


friends “back in the States,’’ of her precious 
children and her dead husband, whore body 
was buried in the awful avalanche which 
rent the earth and skook the foundations 
of Chilkoot Pass three weeks ago. No smile 
lights the face of this brave little woman, 
who followed where her husband led, and 
who bore with fortitude the rigors of an 
alien clime for his sake. 

There are no voices to cheer her save 
those of the rugged men whose thirst for 
gold has led them to the far North. Alone 
she weep, pining for her loved ones 
and mourning for the dead. 

Mrs. David A. Wilkinson—then Miss Ame- 
lia Buenemann—was well known on the 
South Side as a girl, where she 
lived with her mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Buenemann, at 1727) =6§S0uth 
Eighteenth street. She was a bright 
young woman and early asserted her inde- 
pendent, self-reliant spirit by taking a thor- 
ough course at the Bryant & Stratton Busi- 
ness College. Before she was 18 she married 
David Wilkinson, a contractor and builder,

who had an office at 412 Clark avenue. They 
had two children—Arthur, aged 6, and 


Helen, aged 2. They resided in a pretty cot- 
tage at 32347 Minnesota avenue. Mrs. Wil- 
kinson is now oniy 24 years of age. 
Last fall Mr. Wilkinson caught the Klion- 
dike fever and communicated it to his wife. 
tie sold out ‘his busine?s and they—leaving 


their children with Mrs. Buenemann—left 
St. Louis last September bound fvor the 
frozen fields of Aluska. 


On April 3 came the terrible avalanche at 
Chiikoot Pass. There, as far 
Mr. Wilkinson lost his life, after great hard. 
Ship and suffering, when just upon the point 
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of attaining all for which he. had labored. 
He has never been heard of since. | The 
last letter received in St. Louis from his 
wife was addressed to the Post-Dispatch 
April 4. In it she described the catastrophe 
briefly and spoke of the probable loss of her 
husband's life, which was even more than 
she hag imparted to her mother. 

Mrs. Wilkinson has written regularly to 
her cousin, William Buenemann, who is 
employed as a drug clerk at Broadway and 
Franklin avenue. The story of her hard- 
ships, adventures, privations, homesickness 
and jonging for the caresses of her children 
is told in extrdcts from these letters, 

September 27 she wrote from Seattle, full 
of hope and expectancy, but already be- 
ginning to feel homesick: 

You would laugh if you saw it.

$150 for clothes and groceries. When I land 
at Dyea I must dress like a man and live in

I cannot work because I must take care of 
poor Dave, Every day he packs 50 to 75 pounds 
on his back to the Summit, and when he comes 
back to the tent he is wet through and through 
and hungry; go I must stay with him or I will 
be in danger of losing him. 

Hundreds of men are coming out of Dawson, 
because they have nothing to eat and just throw 
the old at you and say, **help yourself,’’ if you 
ask for a nugget. 


I sit in my tent and think of you all at 
home by the hour and cry. 


Day after to-morrow we move te the foot @ 
the Summit. 

Thousands of people are coming and « third of 
them curn back wnen they travel over the fret 
mountain going to &beep Camp. The other 
mountains are worse. How I ever made it I 
don't know. Dave went over ft forty-six times 
with fifty pounds on his back every time. 

Everybody who went in last August to Klon- 
dike are coming out for want of food, and not 
one of them has less than 50 to 150 pounds of 
gold. At Dyea they get $16.50 an ounce. 

Jan. 2% she wrote from Canyon City to hea 
mother: 

Dear little Helen—how I long for her and 
Artie! If Mrs. Bowmont comes to see Helen 
ask her if she will bring Artie to me. If any- 
thing should happen Dave, I would go mad 
without bim Artie would be a comfort to me. 

They charge 5O cents and $1 for a stamp here, 
A man wanted to give me $1.50 for a stamp you 
sent me, but I could not sell it, as it was all J 
had. 

Dear mamma, take good care of my babies, 
and I will care for you when I come back. 

I am the only woman here now. I have not 
seen Dave for three days and nights. Le is at 
our camp. If he don't come down to-day I will 
send some men to see if he is snowed tn. 

Kiss the babies for their papa and me. [ 
don't think they will ever see their papa again, 
unless he gets much better. 

From Canyon City, Feb. 2, she wrote te 
Mr. Buenesnann, her cousin: : 


We are having bad storms, but all is well. 
We leave our camp when we think we are not 
safe there. I have been at Canyon City four 
days now. I am taking care of a little stora 
I get $2.50 a day and beard for Dave and my- 
self, equal to $8 a day here. I will open a 
lunch chamber in three or four weeks, and will 
make money, I hope. 

February 29 she wrote that the there 
mometer registered 23 degrees below zero 
where she was and 3 below where her 
husband was. She requested Mg. Buene- 
mann to go to the Bowmonts, friends of 
hers, if they had not already started, and 
beg them to bring her little boy to her, 
She wrote: 

I am eick thinking of him. I have a bad cold, 
but since I am out In the world alone, with no 
home, no babies, and Dave gone now a week, 
I do not mind a cold. 

March 29 she wrote from Canyon City 
acknowledging two packages which her 
mother had sent: 

I walked nine miles to the postoffice to get 
the things you sent and stayed all night at 
Dyea. Of course, my feet were wet, and it was 
cold, so I took the packages to the hotel, and 
you don’t know bow glad I was to find shoes 
and stockings in the package. I put them right 


on. 

Oh, how homesick I am! If they get a hear 
here before I go over I will send the skin to 
Helen. Put the gold bracelet I sent on her and 
let it stay until, I come home. There are more 
little children here now, some 2 years old, and 
it makes me more homesick than ever when I 
see them. 

On April 3, the day of the snowslide, she 
wrote to Mr. Buenemann: 

I will go through to Dawson. I am so home- 
sick! I want to know something about Helen 
and Artie before I go over, for when I go over 
I will not get my letters for four to six weeks 
at a time. I am looking for Artle on every 
boat. I have a fine dog team for him. They 
obey Ike horses and pull a sled. I have been 
sick and Dave was going to send me home, but 
I am better now, and he will take me in. I 
am now getting $120 a month and could get it 
all summer if.I would stay. 

The next mail from the Klondike regton 
will not reach St. Louis for two weeks, 
Mrs. Buenemann is almost distracted be- 
cause of her daughter's bereavement so far 
away from home, if the midst of such great 
danger, and will employ every means to 
get her back to St. Louls in eafety.

RAWPFORD COUNTY, Arkansas, is 
the greatest strawberry raising 
county in that State—possibly in this 
country. In the fertile yalley of the Arkan- 
sas River and on the sunny Southern sjopes 
of the Boston Mountains 4160 acres are set 
with the small plants, 

There are 44 farms given over entirely to 
the raising of the fruit. During the picking 
feason employment is given to 20,000 peo- 
ple. r 

It is estimated that more than 4,000,000 
quarts of berries will be shipped this sea- 
S0Nn, 

The call this spring was for 10,000 non-resi- 
dent pickers. Nearly this number are now 
encamped along the highways in tents and 
wagons and ‘shacks,’ waiting for the sig- 
hal to begin. 

Twelve years ago cotton ruled in Craw- 
ford County. 

The plantations now berry flelds. 
Berry packing sheds and joading platforms 
have replaced the cotton pens and cotton 
gina, 

Long lines of colored cotton pickers going 
to work in the flekis with song and mirth 
have given place to thousands of rosy- 
cheeked boys and girls, men and women, 
with berry carriers over their arms.

These trains always make faster time to 
the distributing points than even mail 
trains. 

The propagation of the strawberry plant 
is easy and requires but little” skill in 
Crawford County. A field set in berries one 
season produces the first and usually the 
best crop the following season. 

The preparation of the ground is very 
simple. If it has been previously culti- 
vated, it receives no more care before the 
plants are set out than does Illinois corn 
ground. Should a grower desire to prepare 
timbered land and lack the time to clear 
it, he deadens the timber by girdling each 
tree and cuts out, the undergrowth, burning 
it and guch other fallen timber as may be 
on the ground. Then the ground is broken 
up as well as possible, laid off in rows one 
way and it ts ready for setting out the 
plants, 

The majority of new flelds are planted in 
February, March and the first week in 
April. To set out an acre of berries requires 
HO) plants. They can always be obtained 
from an old field. They are sold at 75 cents 
a thousand, delivered at the field. 

The strawberry growers of the country 
ship millions of plants each spring to Mis- 
sourl, Illinois and Tennessee growers, who 
prefer them to thelr own exhausted plants. 

The fields, being set out, receive no more 
attention or cultivation until the close of 
the berry season, when the cultivation of 
bearing, as well as of newly séet, fields be- 
gins. The best results are obtained Dy those 
who cultivate their fields most persastently. 
The ground is often plowed over seven or 
eight times, hoed and the weeds pulled 
from among the plants. 

A thorough working of the ground is con- 
tinued until about the Ist of August, When 
the dry weather begins and the fields are 
ready for the next season's crop. 

Preparations for caring for a crop begin 
about the ist of January. Crate material is 
bought and hauled to the farms. The cra‘es 
are made up and stored in large hous*s. 

About the first of April the different hor- 
ticultural socteties sent out circulars adver- 
tising for berry pickers. These are scattered 
throughout the surrounding counties of the

Among the larger growers is the Express- 
men's Investment Co., organized in 1895 by 
employes of the Wells-Fargo and Pacific 
express companies. 


They purchased’ a 200-acre tract of land 
three miles from Van Buren. They have 
100 acres in strawberries, and the most of 
the remaining 100 acres in other small fruits. 

The Board of Directors ts composed of J. 
lL. Rea and A. Harrison of Van Buren; J. 
F. Ryan and C. KE. Goodwin of St. Louls; 
J. E. Keeler and J. H. Hamilton of Fort 
fenith, and L. Koons of Monett. 


The officers are J. BE. Keeler, President; 
J. lL. Rea, Vice President, and A. H. Har- 
rison, Secretary and Treasurer. 

The largest farm devoted exclusively to 
berries is the Syndicate or Van Buren Fruit 


Farm. The firm is composed of six of 
Van Buren’s leading merchants—L. WH. 
Southmayd, G. R. Wood, D. H. Miller, J. 
lL. Rea, Il. A Campbell and KE. A. Miler. 


They own 30 acres of land. Where eighteen 
months ago stood heavy timber, six hun- 
dred pickers will be gathering berries 
from a 170-acre fleld. This is the largest 
berry field in the Southwest, but they ex- 
pect to increase it to 20 acres next yger. 

The Oakland Fruit Farm, the Smeltzer, 
the P. D. Scott and I. A. Campbell's are 
all large ones, but the other farms are 
small, averaging about ten acres. 


At the beginning there was no system of 
shipping, and some days certain markets 
secured the entire shipments, causing bad 
returns. This led to the organization of the 
associations, with directors, officers and 
shipping committees. The latter receive 
every crate of berries and lesue an associa. 
tion voucher for them.

In the flelds, when the berries are ripene 
ing fast, the scene is animated and pictur- 
esque. Each morning the pickera are dil- 
vided into companies of 40 or #, armed with 
cartiers, and are take command of by & 
fleld boss, who marches them to the part of 
the fleld needing attention most. A row 
boss assigns a row to each picker, and the 
force begins the day's labor. 

Usually the ground ie clean of weeds ang 
getting down on their knees, with their care 
riers, holding from 4 to 8 empty quart boxes, 
in front of them, they begin garnering the 
ripening berries. 

The berries are so set out as to make the 
row a solid mat of vines, 18 inches wide, 
and to get every berry of the proper degree 
of ripeness requires some skill and quick- 


ay ¢ eee wee pickers fill thelr carriers 
they take them to the packing shed, where 
they set out their full quarts to the cashier, 
He issues berry tickets. At night, the pick- 
ers present their tickets of small denomine

A few of the larger growers have stores 
on the grounds, where the pickers’ berry 
tickets pass as money for such supplies as 
they need. The tickets of such growers are

From the cashier the berries go to the 
packers, usually expert women, hey put 
the berries Into crates, holding 3 quart 
boxes From the packer they 20 to (he 
nailer, who temporarily pute the top on 
with a few naile ,. The erate then passes 
to the stamp men, who with a rubber 
marks the grower's name on each end of the 
crate.

, mules. None but M!issour! mules would do. 


The first call was for animals 15% hands 
high and weighing 1200 pounds. The price 
paid was $94 a head. The contract for fur- 
nishing them was obtained by Maxwell & 
Crouch. 


A few days later another call came for 
188 “Missouri mules. Bids were opened 
Tuesday. The price was about the same. 

The surviceability of the Missouri mule 
for war purposes is recognized by the Span- 
fards and Cubans, as well as Americans, 
Within the past three years 10,000 mules 
have beén bought here and shipped via 
Southern Atlantic ports to Cuba. Most of 
them Were bought by the Spanish Govern- 
ment. The insurgents bought some, but as a 

“rule they found it cheaper and more con- 
venient to capture them from the Spanliards, 

The United States would not use the 
mules bought by Spain. They are the runts 
and scrubs of the Missouri mule family. 
They were 14 to 14.1 hands high, and in- 
ferior in every way. Spain paid about $65 
a head for them. The agent of the Spanish 
Government claimed that small mules were 
bought because the packs would be swept 
from the backs of larger ones by the under- 
brush of Cuba. 


The qualities which make the mule more 
gerviceable in battle than the horse are his 


hardiness, his equanimity and his judg- 
ment.

The Missouri mule is conservative, but 
well-balanced. He never loses his head. 
He does not get excited. Even when he is 
indulging in a-runaway he keeps cool and 
steers clear of danger, where a horse would 
plunge blindly into it. 

The horse is the mule’s superior on the 
battlefield only for purpo es of flight, and 
as there is going to be no fleeing on this

‘the wheeler,’ only worse, being a shade 
smaller. 

“The ‘lead mute’ ia the animal that pulls 
along to suit himself ahead of all the rest. 
He is a chunky, 15-hand animal, and weighs 
about 93) pounda. 

“Last, but not least, I take pleasure fn 
mentioning the ‘pack mule,’ a blocky ant- 
nral, 15 hands high, and weighing an even 
1000 pounds. The pack mule is supposed to 
carry a load larger than himself. I don’t 
think it has ever been definitely ascertained 
just how much he can carry. At any rate, 
the ‘packer’ always feels justified in strap- 
ping on his back al! that can be piled on, 

Many of the animals which pass as Ken- 
tucky, Kansas and Nebraska mules are 
really Missouri myles, having been taken to 
the other States ae colts. 

A great many Missouri! mules are taken 
to Tennessee and raised there. The milder, 
more even climate produces a finer coat of 
hair, but those raised right at home in 
Missouri develop the best bone and muscle, 

Formerly jacks were imported from Spain. 
The Missouri mule may, therefore, be said 
to have Spanish blood in his veins. It has 
been suggested that this accounts for the 
treachery of the animal, but William Jami- 
son, manager of the horse and mule depart- 
ment of the National Stock Yards, says the 
treachery charge is as libelous as the stu- 
pidity imputation, 

“There are some bad mules, just as there 


are some bad people,’’ he says, “‘but there 
are more bad horses than bad mules, and 
when a horse is bad it is dangerously vicious. 
I have been handling mules for 3 years, 
and I have never been marked by one. The 
trouble is, everybody likes to pet a horse 
and abuse a mule. The mule is docile and 
likes kind treatment, It generally has strong 
provocation when it does anything mean,” 

Sparks Bros. now have at their stable at 
the National Stock Yards next to the larg- 
est mule ever received there, It Is 19 hands 
high and weighs 1400 pounds, but could be 
fattened up to 1800. They also have one of 
the finest mules ever at the yards. It is 14 
hands high and weighs 1400 pounds, and is 
perfectly proportioned. It has a sleek ccai, 
which is almost black. 

Records of the horses and mules received 
at the yards are not Kept separately. The 
receipts of both last year were 6,570; the 
year before, 121,722, and the year before 
that, 77,820.

CIGARETTES ARE BANEFUL. 
SAY MANY PHYSICIANS 


The Opinion of Its Medical Devotees Assaifed bu Others Who Have an 
Aversion for the Harmfess Little Roff, 


NUMBER of 8t. Louls physicians 
A take issue firmly with. the doctors 


who declared last week that the 


cigarette is as harmless as the necessary 
cat. The symposium presented set the fra- 
‘ternity, as well as the laity, to talking, and 
the cigarette came in for many hard 
knocks. 

Dr. T. A. Martin is opposed to cigarettes 
on the ground that they produce catarrhal 
‘trouble. He maintains that their effect on 
both the young and old is more injurious 
than cigars. 

“You will rarely find a cigarette emoker 
who does not inhale,” he eaid. “Smoke 
constantly permeating the nasal organs 
'deadens their functions and catarrh not in- 
frequently follows. I have had several 
cases under my observation of young men 
who became physical wrecks from the x- 
cessive use of cigarettes.” 

Dr. P. D Connolly, vice-president of the 
Medical League, said: “Thousands have 
heen cut down in the flower of young man- 
hood because of cigarette smoking, If not 
directly the habit has superinduced death 
by the aggravation of other diseases. 

“Tt {a a nineteenth centary vice, 
which there appears no salvation. Crusades 
inaugurated against the cigarette only 
stimulate the trade. The harmless looking 
tobacco, wrapped in paper is 
Tesponsible for “countless wrecks, 
Not that there is an Immediate Injury from 
puffing a cigarettempbut the fatal danger 
Hes in tnhaling the smoke. 

“It is almost impossible 
ettes without smoking them to excess. It 
is because they contaminate and lead the 
youth to other and grosser evils that I 
am e#o vigorously oppose to cigarettes. 
They induce a desire for optim, cocaine and 
Other poisonous narcotics. Riddance of 
them would be a triumph and blessing for 
humanity.”

used principally by the young because of 
their mildness, and the habit, once con- 
tracted, is accompanied with loss of will 
power, inducing an incapacity to break it. 
The following extract is from a pamphlet 
written by Dr. Bremer on ‘*‘Tobacco, In- 
eanity and Nervousness:” ¢ 

‘There is an alarming increase of juvenile 
eamokers and, basing my assertion on the 
experience gathered in my private practice 
and the St. Vincent institution of this 
city, I will broadly state that the boy who 
emokes at 7 will take to morphine at ® or 
25, and wind up with cocaine and the rest 
of the narcotics at 30 and later on. 

“It may look like exaggerating things, 
but I know whereof I speak when I say 
that tobacco, when habitually used by the 
young, leads to a species of imbecility; that 
the. Juvenile smoker will Me, cheat and 
steal, which he would not had he let to- 
bacco alone.” 

Dr, John C, Mulhall, President of the St. 
Louls Medical Society, has smoked clear- 
ettes for ® years. He does not believe them 
to be harmful to adults, but considers them 
the bane of American youth, 

Dr. Mulhall says: 

“Since the American manufacturer, with 
his advertising genius, has scattered cigar- 
over this country, ready-made and 
very cheap, the habit has growh enormous- 
ly. Nervaus diseases and insanity are rap- 
idiv increasing, we are assured by our neu- 
rologists. Our nation was already noted as 
furnishing proportionately more neuras- 
thenics than any other. If to such an {n- 
heritance American youth then adds the 
nerve destroying nicotine habit, which the 
cigarette so materially assists in spreading, 
there is grave reason to hope that the cry 
of reform may be echoed and re-echoed 
throughout our country. There is no such 
instructor of the public es the press, and I 
trust that our newspapers will publish 
broadcast euch information as this concern- 
ing what is fast becoming a national vice.”’

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"PINK-EYE” IS PREVALENT 


IN OT. LOUIS THIS SPRING 


lt Amounts Afmost to an Epidemic 


and Affects Human Beings in Much 


the Same Manner as Horses Are Affected, 


éé¢T INK LYE” is the name that has 
PR been given a disease that Is preva- 
lent in certain parts of St. Louls. 
Heretpfore it has been thought that horses 
had a@ monopoly on this disease, but the 
human species has added it to its lst of 
ailments. 


“T have noticed not a few cases of ‘pink 
eye’ recently,” said Dr. Willftam F. Kier, 
* 3609 Lindeil boulevard. “The disease is de- 
cidecly unpleasant, but not dangerous. In 
fact it Is but a little more than a form of 
la grippe and usually results from a bad 
cold. The cold settles in the eyes and in- 
flames it, giving it that red and inflamed 
appearance that is seen in a horse when it 
has ‘pink eye.’ 

“The disease might be termed a kind of 
‘hybrid measles,’ for It presenta some of 
the elements of that disease, and yet is not 
measles. There isa slight eruption, as there 
ie in the regular measies, but it is confined 
to the eyes. 

“ ‘Pink eye,’ the kind St. Loulsans have, 
is not contagious. It is not epidemic. In 
fact, there is no epidemic here and in my 
remembrance there never has been. And, 
furthermore, I do not believe there ever will 
be. This city is too healthy to allow any 
disease to become epidemic. There i¢ no 
healthier clty in the world than St. Louis. 


“The treatment for ‘pink eye’ is simple. 
All I would prescribe la geome light physic 
and then have the patient drink some good 
mineral water. Treat {t as you would any 
bad cold and the trouble will readily yield. 
The best plan is not have it, though. If 
one will take care of himself he can guard 
against la grippe, influenza and the attend- 
ant ‘pink eye.’ ”’ 

Dr. Louls N. Temm, Grand avenue and 
North Market street, is treating a number 
of cases of “pink eye.” 

“The disease is not a new one,” he sald, 
“though I believe there are more cases this 
season than usual. It alwaya comes to the 
surface in the spring and fall. It is not 
serious and frequently accompanies a cold 
and nearly always followa an attack of ia 
grippe or influenza, We treat the cold and 
apply soothing and cooling lotions t6 the 
inflamed eyes, and the trouble disappears 
when the cold departa. 


“No permanent injury was ever done the 
eyes in any case that ever came under my 
observation, and even when the eye is 
‘pink’ or inflamed the sight Is not im- 
paired, 

“I do not consider the dieease contagioua, 
though I would advise against one drying 
his face with a towel that had been used 
by one afflicted with ‘pink eye.’ ” 


SKIPPING THE ROPE IS 
DANGEROUS FOR CHILDREN. 


No better exercise than jumping has 
been diecovered, and the danger is 
only in the excess in which the devotee 
sometimes indulges.

There is certainly something pecullar tn 
his appearance, his habits and his dialect, 
for in all three he has not a counterpart in 
the city of St. Louis. 

He has acquired all sorts of notoriety 
among the colored people; likewise a va- 
riety of nicknames and the reputation of 
being the cleverest crap-shooter that ever 
invaded the expert precincts of Twelfth 
and Morgan. 

The fellow is much below the medium 
height, and ha# a hunch of his shoulders 
that has gained him the universal name 
of ‘Humpty Jeff.””

Put just what to do and 
how far a gentleman may ignore the usual 

conventionalities tn his desire assist a 
woman in peril or distress, and just what 
a woman's position and what civilities 
and aid she may properly receive, Has been 
a subject for argument since the so-called 
craze for the wheel became universal. It 
is a very good thing for a man especially 
to understand the rules of etiquette in re- 
gard to cycling. A good many people think 
they don’t need epecial rules for wheeling, 
but when they get out on the road and 
discover how much they are dependent 
upon fellow-cyclists In case of accidents, 
or even of the mere confusion which will 
occur, thege will realize that for all parties 
to know just what to do is most im- 
portant. 

No man should ever attempt to escort a 
lady until he himself is thoroughly acquaini- 
ed with out-of-door wheeling. The majority 
of the accidents that were so frequent sev- 
eral years ago were the result of iInexperi- 
ence on the part of the man who was sup- 
posed to be a protector for the lady whom 
he was escorting. When a gentleman makes 
an engagement to take a lady wheeling he 
is supposed to understand all about the 
mechanism of a wheel and to be prepared 
to make repairs if they should be required,

repairing the machine if she can do 80, 
When this civility has been extended a 
lady expresses her thanks prettily, mounts 
her wheel and rides away. The fact that 
the stranger offers his services and they 


come on that side to annoy her, and, next, have been accepted in this way gives him 


he will thus have his right arm free in 
order to give her assistance should she re- 
quire it. 


In a road where there is not room for two 
to go abreast the lady should always pre- 
cede. In riding up a steep hill it is cour- 
teous to assist the lady. This must be 
done, as shown in Illustration No, 2 by 
grasping the lady at the back of the waist 
and pushing her wheel up for her. 

When the road is bad ft !s well for a man 
to go first, so as to select the best spota. 
It is his duty to go slowly, so that he 
shall not get far away from his companion, 
but he should keep a certain distance be- 
tween himself and his comrade, especially 
if the latter is not an expert wheelwoman, 
as this will lessen the chances of an acci- 
dent. 


Gentlemen do not recognize lady =  ac- 
quaintances wheeling until after the lady 
has bowed, then the gentleman Immediately 
raises his hat with his right hand. It is 
very bad form for a man to make any asign 
of recognition first when wheeling, as it Is 
the lady's privilege to do so, and permits 
her to restrict her acquaintances and also 
protects her from Iimpertinent men or 
would-be “‘mashers” who might attempt to 
claim acquaintance under any one of @ 
number of subterfuges. 


It is etiquette for a man who sees a wo- 
man in trouble to stop, dismount and in- 
quire if he can be of assistanog Jn so do- 
ing he should lift his cap wi BR Mme right 
hand. 

It is perfectly good form for a lady to 


not the slightest right to continue hig ac- 
quaintance with the lady, or even to bow 
to her when they pass each other tpon 
the road. They are supposed to be as much 
strangers after the episode as before. 


It is not good form for a lady to dis- 
mount at a roadhouse unless she is one of 
a party of four or more. It is very bad 
form for a r tn to address a wotnan, no 
matter how 'weil he may know her, while 
in the scorcher’s position. It Is not good 
form for a man to show off or do trick 
riding upon the road or for ladies to. ride 
without using their handle bars, It is @ 
gentleman's duty to see that his compan- 
lion's skirts are properly adjusted. 


If tt should happen that & gentleman goes 
to the assistance of a woman rider who has 
had an accident which makes it necessary to 
take her wheel some distance to be repaired, 
he may with propriety leave his wheel In the 
lady's charge until he returns. As ladies are 
constantly upon the road without male es- 
corts, I think it of the utmost importanc 
that every rider should learn how to lead 
second wheel. Of course, a man shor 
know this before he attempts to escort “ 
lady, bit it Is quite as essential for women, 

It ls a very useful accomplishment, and 
not difficult to require, Where two ladies 
are riding together and one wheel gets dis- 
abled it saves a great deal of trouble if the 
wheelless rider is permitted to get home 
by way of street car, and the other con- 
veys the damaged wheel fn safety to its 
destination. Nothing is so tiresome as trans. 
porting a broken whee] on foot.

The settlement ts conducted by the Edu- 
alon Department of the Wednesday Club, 
an organization formed to prosecute char- 


ity work of all kinds. Among its members 
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are some of the most prominent women in 
St. Louis. 

The board of directors includes Mesdames 
Anthony H. Blaisdell, chairman; George H. 
Shields, E. C. Sterling, Ea@ward Wyman, 
Henry Meir, Wilbur Allen, Charles W. Bar- 
stow, Elisha G. Scudder, Frank Henderson, 
Nathaniel T. Lane and Miss Rebekah Par- 
Ker, secretary. 

Miss Izelle Witherell, an insurance agent, 
lives at the humble headquarters of the set- 


tlement. She is called head worker. Both 
time and money she gives to the work, 
without hope of return, 

This organization is of especial benefit to 
the inhabitants of the Ashley bBuilding—the 
largest tenement house in St. Louis—where 
poverty reigns and into which the sun- 
shine of the outer world seldom steals. 

The poor are invited to enjoy all the 
benefits extended. Everybody is welcome, 
There is no charge, either for privileges 
or instruction, The acquaintance of both 
mothers and children is sought. By exam- 
ple, as well as by precept, they are in- 
structed how to better themselves. They 
come in contact with circumstances better 
than those to which they have béen accus- 
tomed. Unconsciously, perhaps, this fact 
breaks through the outer covering of con- 
tentment which keeps most of them on a 
dead level, and inspires them with ambi- 
tion to have more than they have and be 
more than they are. 

The elght rooms occupied by the settle- 
ment are in an anclent three-story brick 
building. One room downstairs is used for 
a dancing hall. Four on the second floor 
are occupied by Miss Witherell and also 
used by ‘ther for different meetings. Three 
on the third floor are given gratis to a 
few servants who are out of employment 
and homeless. 

All of these rooms are scantily furnished, 
but scrupulously neat and clean. 

On the right side of the hall on the sec- 
ond floor are the two rooms used by Miss 
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Witherell as her kitchen and sewtne room. 
On the left side is her bedroom and parlor. 
The latter is used for the mothers’ meet- 
ings. 

This has a rug of the simplest kind tn 
the middle of the floor. The chairs are 
all substantial rockers. 

A tea table covered with a blue scarf and 
set with china gives it a home-like air. 
White scrim curtains hang at the windows, 
While about the room there is not even a 
suspicion of luxury, it has an air of re- 
finement and home that strikes the ob- 
server at once, 

Over all of this presides Miss Witherell. 
Her face is full of sympathy. The brow is 
broad and high. Straight, black brows over- 
Shadow a pair of clear blue Hier 
nose is strong and ‘slightly retrousse, and 
betokens* the ability to resent imposition, 
Her mouth is sensitive, and yet the curve 
of the lips gives the impression of firmness, 
She is of medium height and weighs 135 
pounds, 

The settlement has a regular weekly pro- 
gramme, which is carried out with but 
few variations.

The settlement has been In existence two 
years. ‘Miss Witherell has been in charge 
12 months, 

Of the work she said: 

Miss Withnell sald: 

“Many think it strange that I live here 
in the settlement, but I do this to put my- 
self on a neighborly footing with the peo- 
ple I work among. 

‘We could not come here and talk re- 
form. They would resent it. The pecu- 
liarity about these people is their content- 
ment, 

“They think they are good enough and 
resent any insinuation to the contrary. 

‘‘We can only teach them by a Kindly ex- 
ample that there is room for improvement 
in their moral and physical condition, and 
the only way we can get near enough to do 
this is to take away the feeling of superior- 
ity with which they regard us. We are not 
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their superiors, only as far as oppertuni- 
ties are concerned. They have as ia a 
regard for virtue, honesty and integrity, in 
most cases, as the more favored children 
of fortune, P 

“There are wonderful lessons of self-sac- 
rifice and unselfishness to be learned right 
here. These people are generous with each 
other, to their last penny. 

“Our week is very nearly filled up with 
our work. On Monday evening the girls 
have what is known and named by them 
as the Monday Club, 

“This is a meeting of girls ranging from 
the ages of 10 to 14 years, for the purpose 
of keeping them off the streets and fur- 
nishing entertainment as well as instruc. 
tion. 

“We teach elocution at the request of 
the children, and give them calisthenics to 
straighten up their little backs and make 
them strong, 

“Part of the evening {s spent in singing 
g.ee songs and hymns selected with a view 
to pointing a moral. 

“Games and story telling consume the re- 
mainder of the time until 10 o’clock. 

“After telling or reading stories, they are 
discussed by all present. Each character is 
taken and analyzed and the children are 
requested to choose the character they ad- 
mire the most. 

“In this way we attempt to have them 
form high ideals, 

‘‘Tuesday afternoon we have a mothers’ 
meeting. The object of this is to get ac- 
quainted with the parents of the children, 
while affording them a little socia] relaxa- 
tion. 

“These meetings are arranged on practi- 
cal lines. Tasks on the care of homes and 
of the children are given them, and stories 
are read bearing on their every-day lives. 

‘They meet as equals and are treated as 
such, and as they sit in social communion 
over the tea we serve, thelr hearts warm 
and they talk in a confidential manner im- 
possible to bring about by any other 
method. 

“They still regard us as different beings, 
but I hope gradually to make them fee] I 
really am their neighbor and friend and 
not their superior. 

“On Tuesday evenings the boys from the 
ages of 10 to 14 are given instruction in 
bookkeeping and mathematics and taught 
to make out bills by Prof. Roudebush, 

“Forty boys attend this meeting every 
Tuesday. 

“The boys are deeply interested tn the 
work, and few ever miss attendance until 
they have taken the course, 

‘Thursday evening the Domestic Sctence 
Club or labor organization for domestic 

servants meets, 


The purpose of this is to 


educate the incompetent and in this way 
dignify the service. We aim to teach the 
girls that their work instead of being hu- 
miliating, is really the most important of 
all work. With badly cooked food the whole 
world goes wrong. 

‘‘We hope to reach the 15,000 servant girls 
in the city of St. Louis, and educate them 
in all practical branches, Our effort will 
be toward making them feel that wi Op- 
portunities and culture they will be ladies 
as much as women in any other walk of 
life, 

‘“‘We had an interesting discussion at our 
last meeting of servant girls as to whether 
they should be called Mary Ann or Bridget 
out of the kitchen, or have their names 
prefaced with Miss. 

“They argued pro and con. Some said 
that their given names were good enough, 
After some amusing arguments they de- 
cided on the ‘Miss.’ 

“TI approved of their decision, because to 
make them respect themselves they must 
be treated with consideration and respect 
by others, 

“Friday night men and women meet to 
discuss social problems and municipal af- 
fairs, 

“At our last meeting we talked of the 
liquor question and Its relation to the prob- 
lems of social life and governmental poll- 


cies. 
‘These talks are given by men of all 
professions, including physicians, lawyers 


and ministers, 

“The object is educational work. The 
discussions on these subjects by intelligent 
men induces the audience to think. 

‘Saturday morning at 9:30 o’clock 6 of 
the children meet for dancing lessons. 

“This branch has shown the greatest re- 
sults, as it has taught the children to be 
gentle mannered and cleanly. 

“When our class first opened the boys 
carried off and tore down every loose ar- 
ticle in the room in a spirit of mischief. 
But kindness cured them. 

“When they would come to the class 
dirty we would say: ‘It is too bad that 
we will have to postpone your lesson, but 
we just can't teach dirty children how to 
dance,’ and they would have to miss their 
lesson. 

“Now they come with their faces aglow 
from the effects of vigorous ecrubbing, and 
their mothers also make an effort to see 
that they come clean. This 1s an improve- 
ment. At first the parents did not care. 

“The girls from the ages of 10 to 14 are 
taught on Saturday from 11 to 12 o'clock 
how to become housewlves. They are given 
lessons in cooking, house cleaning and 
sewing. 

“After they learn to thread the needle 
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they are taught to make thelr underweas, 
aprons and dresses by hand, and their 
progress is wonderful, 

“On Saturday evenings, when most boys 
@re roaming the streets, those in the Go- 
cial Settlement are singing, playing games, 
reading and listening to stories. Sometimes 
the High School boys come down and en- 
tertain them with songs and recitations, 
The meeting is presided over by Mr. Shel- 
don. 

‘The boys In the settlement are allowed 


the use of the small Ifbrary connected with 


the institution and this is a great treat to 
them. : ‘ 

‘‘Frundreds of children are prevented from 
attending Sunday-school because thelr 
clothing is poor. We gather them tn ff a 
have the only passport we require—cle 
faces, 

“Clothes count for nothing here. 

“To have the little folks clean, comforte- 
ble and happy, and in the meantime te 
learn the principles of right and wrong is 
what we want. 

“They are taught to take up the duty, 
nearest and do it cheerfully. 

‘The Social Settlement Sunday-school is 
unique. No religious lessons are taught, 
Questions of national import, es well as 
those bearing on the proper study of man- 
kind. Here are samples of the problems 
we discuss:

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A RIVER DAMMED 
BY HYACINTHS. 
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Navigation Will Be Stopped Un- 


less the Government Acts. 


YACINTHS are f&amming up the 8&t. 

H John’s River in Florida to such 
extent that the Government 

taken a hand to stop their growth. Thus 
far it has not succeeded. Officials have ex- 
perimented, but all in vain. The hyacinths 
still flourish, and heroic measures wil] have 
to be adopted to keep the river open for 
navigation this summer. 

One plan tried was that of pouring kero- 
sene on the plants. This, it was claimed, 
would kill them. It was found, however, 
that while the tops might die down, the 
roots still remained, to grow again with as 
much vigor as ever. 

Then what was termed the red spider was 
discovered, and it was claimed that this 
insect would itself destroy the hyacinths, 
nature having provided her own means for 
their eradication. At some points up the 
river {t was said that the spider was already 
getting in its work, laying waste many 
acres of green hyacinths, and giving them 
the appearance of having been burned by 
raging flames. The red spider evidently be- 
came tired of its gigantic task, however, as 
it has not been heard from since. ; 

The Government officials who have heen 
making the experiments have not succeed- 
ed in finding any remedy by which the 
river can be permanently cleared of the 
hyacinths, and, aside from temporary meas- 
ures, such ag necessity may require in or- 
der to keep open navigation, nothing can be 
done until nature provides her own remedy. 

If the Government shall adopt any plan 
at all, it will probably be to erect plants 
by which the hyacinths, after being hauled 
out of the river, will be put through big 
rollers and crushed. This wil! take all of 
the water as well as life from the plants, 
and they can then be either burned, thrown 
back into the river, or used for fertilizing 
purposes.

A Very Lively Battle of Words Takes

Reside the war between the United States 
and Spain, the American turfmen are now 
having a little war of their own. 

John W. Schorr has taken a page out of |

The new departure was brought about by 
“Umbrella MecGuigan’s run-up of Sea 
Lion tn the Gayoso Hotel Stakes, decided 
last Thursday at Memphis. The race had 
the selling clause included in the conditions 
and Schorr had Sea Lion tn for $90. The 
colt won and McGuigan boosted him $300. 
Schorr saw the raise and kept the colt. 
Judge Clark had scarcely gotten off the 
usual formula, “Sold to the owner,”” when 
Schorr brought a broadside to bear upon 
McGuigan with the remark: “You should 
not run my horses up. I saved you from 
being ruled off at Little Rock and you 
robbed me of $500." 

McGuigan replied, ‘he would run up any 
horse he had a mind to.” Schorr then de- 
livered his ultimatum, which was that in 
future every McGuigan horse returned : 
winner In a selling race would be booste¢ 
by himself or his agents. Judge Clark 
called both men down, and McGuigan later 
in the day handed in a written protest 
against Schorr’e implied threat. 

The matter will go to the Turf Congress 
Board of Appeals, and to use Judge Clark's 
somewhat sententious and involved remark, 
“one man is just as much entitled to pro- 
tection as the other.”’

A Very Lively Battle of Words Takes 
Place Between These Owners in 
Front of a Judges’ Stand. 


Reside the war between the United States 
and Spain, the American turfmen are now |

having a little war of their own. 
John W. Schorr has taken a page out of | 
President McKinley's policy manual and 
has gone Into the ultimatum business. 
The new departure was brought about by 
“Umbrella’ MeGuigan’s run-up of Sea 
Lion tn the Gayoso Hotel Stakes, dec'ded 
last Thursday at Memphis. The race had 
the selling clause included in the conditions 
and Schorr had Sea Lion tn for $90. The 
colt won and McGuigan boosted him $300. 
Schorr saw the raise and kept the colt. 
Judge Clark had scarcely gotten off the 
usual formula, “Sold to the owner,”’ when 
Schorr brought a broadside to bear upon 
McGuigan with the remark: “You should 
not run my horses up. I saved you from 
being ruled off at Little Rock and you 


robbed me of $500.” 

McGuigan replied, ‘‘he would run up any 
horse he had a mind to.”’ Schorr then de- 
livered his ultimatum, which was that in 
future every McGuigan horse returned a 
winner in a selling race would be boosted 
by himself or his agents. Judge Clark 
called both men down, and McGuigan later 
in the day handed in a_ written protest 
against Schorr’e implied threat. 

The matter will go to the Turf ¢ ongress 
Board of Appeals, and to use Judge ¢ lark’s 
somewhat sententious and involved remark, 
“one man is just as much entitled to pro- 
tection as the other.’’ 


The acrimonious outbreak of Thursday 
was simply the culmination of the scarcely 
concealed hostile feeling which has existed 
between the Schorr and McGuigan camps 
since that day in April, 1897, when Me- 
Guigan’s Lexington Pirate finished second 
to Schorr’s Timemaker at Little Rock, and 
the latter was run up $00 by W. B. 
Stringer. 

The way of it angered Schorr more than 
the cost of it. Stringer had an option on 
Lexington Pirate and asked McGuigan to 
allow the stiff-leggéd son of imp. Pirate of 
Penzance to run in his (Stringer’s) name 
in. the race named. McGuigan consented, 
and Stringer engineered the boost which 
cost Schorrr $55. The run-up money was 
paid to the Little Rock Jockey Club, the 
association of course retained one-half and 
the remaining moiety went, so Schorr says, 


When John M. Gracie, the President of 
the Little Rock Club, was asked about the 
location of the money he diplomatically re- 
plied: “The association holas a receipt for 
the half accruing to the second horse, but 
recast the final resting

THE PARIS IS OUT 


OF SPAIN’S REACH.

She Is Certainly Far Out to Sea, and Safe From 
Capture by Any Pursuer.

LONDON, April 23.—The American liner Paris is probably many hundred miles 
beyond the reach of any Spanish boat that may have been lying in wait for her, if 
indeed at any time her seizure was contemplated. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent received the following dispatch from Hurst Cas- 
tle Signal Station at the entrance of the Solent where the Paris must have been seen 
had she returned to the Isle of Wight as reported to-day: 

“The Paris passed here outward bound about 3 o’clock Friday afternoon and has 
not been seen here since.”’ 

This authentic dispatch taken in conjunction with the fact she was signaled as 
having passed the Lizard, 11:28 p. m. Friday shows that there !{s no foundation for 
the circumstantial statements published concerning her alleged return. A report that 
she had been captured was current Friday night before the hour she was signaled 
off the Lizard and it is now plain the whole story is a fabrication. 

She has not returned to the Isle of Wight or to any other English port and if 
she were a prize to-day there would be no means of knowing the fact unless she 
were sighted at sea in company of a Spanish cruiser, which is not alleged, or until 
she were brought into a Spanish port. 

Capt. Watkins knew *the danger of capture and before starting he offered the 
passengers the option of going ashore and getting their money refunded, but this sug- 
gestion was received with good humored ridicule. 

Judging by the temper of the passengers, especially the ladies, when leaving 
Southampton they will be decidedly disappointed if the voyage passes without an ad- 
venture of some kind. 

Capt. Watkins’ plan is to keep well in shore until the British Isles are cleared, 
then to make his coarse wide of the ordinary beaten Atlantic route. 

The story that the Paris had been captured created tremendous excitement through- 
out England. 

It went through various phases during the day. First it was she had been captured, 
then that she put back into Yarmouth Roads, Isle of Wight, and finally that she had 
put in Totland Bay on the coast of the same island. The officials of the company 
cheeringly maintained all day that the Paris was at least 200 miles west of the Lizard 
at the time she was reported captured.

FATHER DORNEY TO 
JOIN THE BIG FLEET. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHARLESTON, April 23.—Father Maurice 
J. Dorney, pastor of St. Gabriel's Catholic 
Church, Chicago, to-day secured a com- 
mission from the United States Govern- 
ment as chaplain, and will leave Monday 
to join the fighting men with Capt. Robley 
ID. Evans on the battleship Iowa in front 
of Havana. Father Dorney is widely 
known throughout this country and Ire- 


Father Dorney was temporary chairman 
of the Philadelphia convention at wh.ch the 
Irish National League of America was or- 
ganized, and it was he who carried over to 
London and delivered to Mr. Labouchere 
and Sir Charles Russell, now Lord Chief 
Justice of England, the original letter writ- 
ten by Piggott, which proved the latter to 
have forged the letters which he introduced 
in testimony at the Parnell trial. The let- 
ters carried by Father Dorney completely 
overthrew the London Times’ case against 
Parnell, and the day after their itroduction 
Piggott ran away to Spain, where a day 
or two later he committed suicide. 

The letters thus delivered so timely had 
been for years in the possession of Hon. 
Patrick Egan, who was the treasurer of the 
Land League in Ireland, and who subse- 
quently became a citizen of the United 
States and served as our Minister to Chilli 
under the Administration of President Har- & 
rison. When Mr. Egan discovered that the }° 
leters which he had would completely over- 
throw the London Times case and vindicate 
Parnell he hurried to Chicago and requested 
Alexander Sullivan, formerly President of 
the Irish Nationa] League, to select some 
one to bear the precious 
safety to London.

FEATHERS OF GREAT PRICE. 


Rare Plunder From Birds—A Few 
Aigrettes Worth 5,283,600 Reis. | 
From the New York Mail and Express, | 
Many curious things go through the ap- 
praisers’ stores, and some of the most in- 
teresting through the Fifth Division, where 
millinery goods are examined and appraised. 
All sorts of birds and feathers are examined 
by the division. Within a few days several 
large boxes were examined, each containing 


something like 500 stuffed paroquets. A box 
was opened this week in which it was es- 
timated there were nearly 3000 Japanese 
swallows. These little birds are caught by 
the Japanese in immense numbers by means 
of nets. Their plumage is very plain, bur 
their wings, which are extraordinar. ly long, 
make them especially valuable to milliners. 
The birds when imported are rudely stuffed 
With cotton, and each one is made up into 
a little roil about the size and shape of an 
ordinary cigar. Before being used they the 
tw.sted into various shapes and dyed, the 
wings spread and new feathers added, and 
moe are made into gay and fancy birds. 
rhe most valuable kind of feather goods 
that passes through the appraiser’s hands is 
undoubtedly the aigrette. This feather is 
worth more than its weight in gold. The 
algrette is obtained from a bird called the 
egret, found in China, Japan, Egypt and 


South America, and sometimes in Floritda. 
_ Some of these feathers some directly from 
‘South America, where, 


along the upper 
waters of the Amazon, the Indians shoot 
the birds with blow tubes and small arrows. 
But Paris is the market of the wrold for 
aigrettes, just as London is for ostrich 
plumes, and the greatest of the imports 
come directly from the French capital. 
Within the past two months algrettes to the | 
value of $30,000 have been {mported. 

There are two varieties of the aigrette, the 
long and the short, and their value {« in 
inverse proportion to thetr size. The short 
which ts obtained from a smalier | 
bird, is extremely delicate and fine, and is | 
worth from $22 to $25 an ounce. Only a féw 
feathers on each bird are valuable, and it !s 


‘es.cimated that §® or @ birds would have to 


be killed to obtain an ounce of the emalier 
algrette. The long algrette ts worth not! 
much more than haif as much. 

These feathers are looked after as care- 
the appraisers as are precious 


they are examined. They are invoiced in the 
Brazilian unit of value, reis, which !# very 
small, so that figures giving the values of 
the imports are often star'lingly large. One 


‘importation of these feathers was recently 


invoiced to the value of 5,233.400 rels, an 
amount which in American gold is equal to | 
about $100.

If, for example, the fact can be dem- 
onstrated to a cook that tough meat 
may be made tender by~-softening the 
fibres by the action of a little pure 
olive oil, there will be no reason why 
she should send tough eteaks to the 
table. 

Teach your cook once that it is better 
to turn a piece of beef over and over on 
a plate containing a little oil and she 
will no longer attempt to make it ten- 
der hy hammering it with a cleaver or 
rolling-pin, thus forcing out all the 
juices. 

If such a simple thing as this cannot 


. be taught her, or she refuses to learn, 


the sooner her services are dispensed

That method of cooking. is the most 
desirable which prepares food most per- 
fectly for the process of digestion, and 
at the same time offers the required 
bulk in accordance_with the degree of 
nourishment It affords. 

The form of cooking which best ac- 
complishes th’s result is the one to 
follow as a general rule. ' 

Meat loses nearly 30 per cent. of its 
bulk and juices by being cooked, but 
it ‘s thus made easy of mastication and 
fit for digestion. 

Don't talk to me about eating raw 
meat. Only the stomach of a carniver- 
ous animal or of a wild Indian can di- 


gest it.

The effect of proper cooking on all. 


method. For this reason, when it !s 
possible, meat should be roasted before 
an open fire rather than baked in an 
oven, aS most so-called roasts are now 
done. a 

The modern gas range, with its steady 
broad flame, if made large enough and 
set high enough, would afford the ideal 
opportunity for the old-fashioned spit. 

It was said above that baking is 
not the most desirable way of cooking 
meat, but the bake oven is all most 
people have, and they have to make 
the best of it. One must be careful to 
watch the temperature of the oven and 
be sure to have it very hot when meat 
is put In. It cannot be too hot at first, 
for the quicker the meat crisps over the 
more entirely the juices are retained. 
It is very easy to cool the oven after 
the first few moments. Do not put 
water in the pan with meat when you 
roast it. 

RROILING. 

The general principles of roasting ap- 
ply to broiling. The afr must be al- 
lowed to circulate freely round the meat 
to carry away the smoke of the burn- 
ing fat. 

BOILING. 

Boiling consists of fmmersing any art!- 
ticle into actually boiling water and 
maintaining the temperature of the 
water at the boiling point until the ar- 
ticle is. cooked.

It is considered decidedly bad form 


now to serve more than two sorts of 
wine at a dinner, unless it be a public. 


banquet. And even at large banquets 
fewer wines are served than formerly. 
The two wines, if two are served, are 
Sauterne with the fiish and champagne 
with the game. If only one wine is 
served it is either a claret, a Rhine 
wine or a champagne, and this one 
wine, whichever it may be, is opened 
and poured when the roast is served. 
The old flaring top, slender stem 
champagne glasses are coming in again 
and there is no glass in which cham- 
pagne looks so tempting and from 
which it tastes so good. 

Sauterne is generally served in small,

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EW YORK is such a cosmopolitan city that in 
its different sections where foreigners live one 
may always find restaurants devoted to the 
cookery of the particular nationality of the people 
dwelling in the immediate neighborhood. 

French restaurants are everywhere, so the dishes 
found in them are familiar to most New Yé6rkers. 
But there are restaurants of other nationalities, a 
visit to which would be a novelty to most people. 

Everyone has heard of the Chinese quarter, with 
its peculiar restaurant, and thousands of New 
Yorkers have tried some of the Chinese dishes. If 
they did not pronounce them good, thcy at least 
found them different from anything they had ever 
eaten. One thing which the Chinese cook to per- 
fection is rice. ‘When they poil it and bring it to 
the table it looks like a pile of dry snow. This is 
the way they cook it: A cup of rice is placed ina 
Saucepan with three cupfuls of boiling water slight- 
ly saited. Let it boil briskly for about twenty 
minutes, when the grains will have all burst like 
popcorn. Then put a piece of thin muslin Over a 
colander, drain the rice through it and stand it 
in,an oven with the door open, till the rice is 
quite dry. Carefully turn it on a plate and serve. 

In a Spanish restaurant there is one dish you will 
always find. This is how to make olla podrida: 

Put into a soup-kettle everything you have on 
hand in the way of beef, mutton, veal, smoked 

ham, chicken or fowl or any game birds, cabbage, 
carrots, chives, celery, stalks of parsley, leeks, 
Onions and Spanish beans or large peas, giblets of 
fowls; add salt, spices, clove of garlic, saffron. 
Cover the whole several inches deep with water, 
let it boil five or six hours. An hour before serv- 
ing add some chickens’ livers, 80me artichoke bot- 
toms and some hard-boiled eggs cut in rings. Some. 
times the chicken and beef are taken from the 

‘ola after it has boiled twa hours, and finished in 
the oven. Before serving put some slices of toast 
in the tureem and pour the olla over it. 

/ This recipe is rather lacking in detail so far as

The Brie cheese also comes from a 
town whose name it bears. It lies to 
the north of Paris, and regularly ex- 
ports immense quantities of cheese. This 
cheese is also made of cow's milk. It 
has been successfully imitated in other 
countries, notably in America. At the 
present time there is, as a matter of 
fact, very little of it imported from 


France. Limburger cheese, which was 
once manufactured exclusively abread, 
is also produced in this country so suc- 
cessfully that the importation of é has 
deen entirely stopped. 

The most expensive cheese manu- 
factured is the truffle cheese, which 
is tmported from France, This 
cheese, as its name suggests, is made of 
truffles, and is worth about a dollar a 
pound in France. The familiar Edam 
cheese, which is made in Holland, is 
also imported in considerable quantities. 
The sago cheese, which is made from 
the inilk of gvats, is manufactured in 
Switzerland by the peasants and im- 
ported in large quantities. The cheeses 
bearing English names, which find a 
large sale in America, are made for the 
most part in this country. The farmers 
in New York State tave become so ex- 
pert in manufacturing many of these 
brands that this American cheese is 
now being exported to England and is 
‘ld in competition with the original 
} pgzlish cheeses.

ROMAN 


HE famous banquets of the ancient Romans have never been approached much lea: rivalled by 
the most elaborate dinners of modern times. During the decline of the Roman En pire it was 
common for wealthy Romans to entertaiy their friends with dinners which cost ‘ortunes to 

prepare. Every part of the world was called wpon to supply delicacies for these feasts. It usually 
equired at least twelve hours to serve a singie repast and several days were requir:d forthe 
guests to recover from such orgies. No Roman dinner was complete without special ente ‘tainments 
and these diversions were as varied as a modern variety performance. 

The favorite time for dining in Rome was the hour of sunset and the last course was not 
pected to appear before sunrise the following morning. The dinners were served in the main hs } 
of the palaces, which were elaborately decorated for the occasion. The massive pillars of the c 
were hung with garlands of the most beautiful roses and wreaths of laurel and draped with co 
hangings. The tables upon which the banquet was served were made of marble, and rose o / 
bout two feet above the floor. The guests reclined on couches of about the same height ranged 
about this festive board. The costumes worn On such occasions were exceedingly elaborate and 
fancifal. The men wore garlands of roses and strings. of gems about their necks. The women 
were costumed in bright colors and were abl 4ze with precious stones. The foods were served by 
scores of slaves who glided noiseliessiy about the tables. The blunders of waiters in those days 
were punished more severely than at present, and it was not uncommon for a slave to be put to 
death for forgetting some detail of Roman etiquette. 

The ceilings of the halls where these banquets were served were arranged with great nets of 
roses which were allowed to fall gently upon the guests throughout the night. It was not uncom- 
mon for a wealthy Roman to spend $30,000 in preparing a single feast and many of them cost much 
more than this. Many of the most famous of these dinners were given by the wealthy Roman Lu- 
cullus, who deseribed his dinners in several books which have been preserved to this time. It was 
this famous good liver, it is believed, who first conceived the idea of bringing fish from the Red 


Sea and the Gulf of Arabia and keeping them alive until the dinner was being prepared. Another 


popular luxury was a preparation of the ton gues of the lark. A single dish of this sort was com- 
posed of several] thousand tongues. In order to insure the meats being fresh Lucullus was in the 
habit of cooking the unborn offspring of cows or sheep. The Romans were exceedingly gross feed- 
ers and all these delicacies were provided in enormous quantities. The Romans had no after-dinner 
speakers, for the sufficient reason that few if any of the diners were in proper condition either to 
make speeches or listen to them at the end of such a repast. The Romans were quite as intem- 
perate in their drinking as in their eating. 

The Roman epicures delighted in curious combinations of foods which would be very unsavory, 
to say the least, to the modern palate.

The 
Romans were besides very fond of very 
highly seasoned dishes. The soups were 
served with vinegar, and in order to im- 
part a biting taste to certain dishes it 
was common to use powdered lime as 
a condiment. The wines of ancient 
Rome, of which there was a remarkable 
vamety, were also very powerful, and 
were consumed in large quantities. The 
Romans delighted in showy dishes, and 
frequently sacrificed the taste to this 
vanity. A very popular dish of this kind 
was the roast peacock. The largest and 
most gayly colored birds were selected 
without regard to their tenderness and 
cooked and served with all their feath- 
ers on and the tail spread out. Wild 
boar was also very popular as a table 
decoration, the entire carcass, including 
the head, being cooked and placed on 
the table. 

The familiar steaks*and chops of to- 
day were almost unknown among the 
Romans. They preferred to have their 
meats served in very much larger bulk. 
A quarter or side of meat was the 
smallest portion served as a rule, and 
the enormous appetites of those days 
Were quite equal to the oecasion. The 
appearance of a well-supplied Roman 
dinner table would be a gfeat shock to 
the refined taste of the present day. 
The food was lteralty piled upon the 
tables until it lay in heaps higher than 
the heads of those seated or reclining 
about. The Roman diners were essen- 
tially barbaric. The guests, according 
to all modern ideas of taste and refine- 
ment, were gluttons. Most of the 
dishes were served, swimming in fat 
and despite all their costly dis shes’ the 
cooking was more or less primitive. 
The dinners were, besides, very noisy 
affairs. As the meal progressed the 
guests frequently interrupted the com- 
pany by singing or chanting, and this 
boisterous play took the place of any 
attempt at speechmaking.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The President to-day sent Congress the following 
message recommending a declaration of war against Spain. 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America: 

I transmit to Congress for its consideration and appropriate action copies of 
correspondence recently had with the representatives of Spain in the United States, 
with the United States Minister at Madrid and through the latter with. the Govern- 
ment of Spain, showing the action taken under the joint resolution approved April 
20, 1898, “For the recognition of the independence of the people of Cuba, demanding 
that the Government of Spain relinquish its authornty and government in the Island 
of Cuba, and to withdraw its land and naval forces from Cuba and Cuban waters, 
and directing the President of the United States to use the land and naval forces of 
the United States to carry these resolutions into effect.”’ 

Upon communicating to the Spanish Minister in Washington the demand 
which it became the duty of the “Executive to address to the Government of Spain 
in obedience to said resolution, the said Minister at Madrid was in turn notified by 
the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs that the withdrawal of the Spanish repre- 
sentative from the United States had terminated diplomatic relations between the 
two countries and that all official communications between their respective repre- 
sentatives ceased forthwith. 

I recommend to your especial attention the note addressed to the United States 
Minister at Madrid by the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs on the 2Ist inst., 
whereby the foregoing notification was conveyed. It will be perceived therefrom 
that the Government of Spain, having cognizance of the joint resolution of the 
United States Congress and in view of things which the President is thereby required 
and authorized to do, responds by treating the representative demands of this Gov- 
ernment as measures of hostility, following with that instant and complete severance 
of relations by its action, whereby the usage of nations accompanies an existent 
state of war between sovereign powers. 

The position of Spain being thus made known and the demands of the United 
States being demied with a complete rupture of intercourse by the act of Spain, | 
have been constrained in exercise of the power and authority conferred upon me by 
the joint resolution aforesaid, to proclaim under date of April 22, 1898, a blockade ot 
certain ports of the north coast of Cuba, lying between C ardenas and Bahia Honda 
and of the Port Cienfuegos, on the south coast of Cuba; and further, in exercise of my 
constitutional powers, and using the authority conferred upon me by the act. of 
Congress, roved April 22, 1898, to issue my proclamation, dated April 23, 189s, 
calling for wns sath ers in order to carry into effect the said resolution of April 20), 18928. 
Copies of these proclamations are hereto appended. 

In view of the measures so taken and with a view to the adoption of such other 
measures as May be necessary to enable me to carry out the expressed will of the 
Congress of the United States in the premises, | now recommend to your honorable 
body the adoption of a joint resolution declaring that a state of war exists between 
the United States of-America and the Kingdom of Spain, and I urge speedy action 
thereon to the end that the definition of the international status of the United 
States as a belligerent power may be made known, and the assertion of all its rights 
and the maintenance of all its duties in the conduct on a public war may be assured.

The House, in one minute and forty seconds passed the declaration 
of war against Spain, as recommended in the President’s message sub- 


mitted to-day. The Senate quickly agreed to the same bill. 

Secretary Sherman’s resignation was tendered at 12:15. Assistant 
Secretary Day has been chosen to succeed him. 

It is positively stated that the President does not contemplate a call 
for additional volunteers for the present. 


Cipher dispatches were received at the Navy Department this morn- 
ing from Rear Admiral Sampson. The Department feels that it cannot 
maintain a peaceful blockade much longer. The President is opposed to 
the bombardment of Havana’s forts until such time as this step may be 
necessar’ as a part of the plan for the invasion of Cuba. But it is realized 
here that f a single shot from a shore battery hits one of Sampson’s ships 
the fleet vill turn its guns on the forts without waiting for orders from 
W ashingtoi.. 


KEY WEST, Fla., April 25.—The first Spanish shots fired at the 
American flag were directed against the torpedo boat Foote, Lieut. W. L. 
Rodgers commanding, between 5 and 6 o’clock on Saturday evening, while 
she was taking soundings in Matanzas harbor.
